CWM VRON LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


A numerously attended preliminary meeting of this company was 
held at the Raven Hotel, Shrewsbury, on Tuesday. Prior thereto 
the mine was visited by several intending shareholders, accompanied 
by their respective professional advisers, among whom was Mr. H. 
Robinson, F.G.S. (of the well-known London firm of Messrs. Shelford 
and Robinson), the result of which, as may be judged by the sub- 
joined details, was most satisfactory. The success of the occasion 
renders it a matter of regret that the course adopted by those con- 

nected with this enterprise is not more generally followed, for while 
no amount of investigation or discussion can either ensure success 
or avert failure, much wholesome precaution might be engendered 
which could not be otherwise than advantageous to all concerned, 

Among those present were—Capt. Carlyon Simmons, Dr. Clarke, 
Mr. Ross, F.R.G.S., Mr. Robinson, F.G.S8, (Messrs. Robinson and 
Shelford, Westminster Chambers), and Messrs, I. Heseltine Whalley, 
F, Bristowe, C. Quartermann, J, Wood, J, Taylor, J.P., Wm. Pater- 
son, I, Bell, and Capts. Nancarrow, W. Rickard, and J. Kitto, &c., 

Capt. CARLYON SIMMONS in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said he need hardly state the object of this meet- 
ing, inasmuch as those present were fully aware that its object was 
simply to elicit from professional and practical men, who had just 
inspected the mine which it was proposed to develope, all the infor- 
mation they had to communicate as to its merits, and the probabi- 
lities of its future success, Coming from Cornwall, and his family 
having been from time immemorial largely connected with mines, 
it was his custom to receive all statements made as to the value 
of mines cum grano salis before associating himself with them, or 
allowing his friends to do so. Hence, he need hardly say, that, ac- 
companied by their own professional adviser, his friends and himself 
had personally inspected this mine, and the result of the enquiries 
had induced the unequivocal conclusion that the property, which 
was now in an almostself-supporting condition, required only a com- 
paratively small expenditure of capital to bring it into a dividend- 
paying condition. He was glad to notice the cross-courses passing 
through this mine, for they were always regarded as indications of 
considerable mineral wealth.

He knew full 
well the danger of attempting to predict as to the future of any 
mine, but he had collected sufficient data with regard to Vron to 
justify him expressing the most confident opinion that, with proper 
economy and efficiency, results would be realised at no distant date 
that would at least equal the anticipations of the most sanguine. 
(Hear, hear.) He did not mean to say that this mine was about to 
prove itself an exemplification of Dr, Johnson's well-known saying, 
“That it possessed a potentiality of wealth far transcending the 
dreams of avarice,” but he felt perfectly satisfied that their property 
possessed great wealth, and would well repay all associated with it. 
(Hear, hear.) With those few remarks, he would ask the profes- 
sional gentlemen present (who had just returned from the mine) to 
state to the meeting the result of their inspection, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Ross, F.R.G.S., said before the practical authorities present 
proceeded to give their opinion as to the value and capabilities of 
the mine, he was desirous of stating that he had been requested to 
attend this meeting to furnish any additional information that might 
be required. It was gratifying to him to find that the board had not 
taken for granted the representations made to them as to the value 
of the mine, but had adopted the course he had for years advocated 
—visited the mine, and judged for themselves as to its merits. (Hear, 
hear.) It had been his good fortune to have been interested in 
this property for some time past, and he trusted he should continue 
to be so when its resources had been developed to a profitable result. 
It was much to be regretted that shareholders generally would not 
make themselves better acquainted with the character of the mines 
{n which they had invested their capital, for he was perfectly satis- 
fied that if they had done so in this case the property would never 
have been allowed to pass into other hands, He availed himself 
of the present opportunity of recommending everyone who originally embarked 
in the enterprise to associate themselves with the present company, and thus at 
least participate in any advantage resulting from the capital already expended. 
Jt was known to all that our most valuable mines had to pass through a similar 
pecuniary ordeal to that to which this enterprise was now subjected. The fact 
‘was that it!was practically impossible to state with any degree of accuracy what 
amount of capital would be required to bring a mine into a remunerative con- 
dition. It was this circumstance which rendered the ancient system, known as 
the “* Cost-book Principle,’’ so thoroughly effective, in a pecuniary sense, in the 
working of mines, for whatever might be the capital required the shareholders 
agreed among themselves to make from time to time a pro rata call, thereby 
averting the necessity of raising the requisite additional capital upon onerous 
terms by means of debentures or preference shares, Without one single excep- 
tion, so far as he knew, the whole of our rich mines had required more capital 
to bring them into a profitable condition than was calculated upon at the com- 
mencement of their development ; and he need only refer to such mines as the 
deservedly-famed Van, which was without doubt the richest lead mine ever 
diseovered, and which, he might mention en passant, was one of Vron’s 
neighbours, to Minera, to West Chiverton, to Great Laxey, and many others to 
substantiate his statement. Those who embark capital in mines should select 
some competent authority—a man on whom they can rely, an:t so long as he told 
them there were grounds for believing success would be realised to afford him 
the wherewith to prosecute the work, without which it would not be otherwise 
than most unsatisfactory to all parties. In a mine like Vron, with a lode of 
the same masterly character as that in Van, of similar width, and preseuting 
the same indications, in so far that its productive character improved in depth, 
he would defy any agent to state at the outset the exact amount required to 
bring it into a profitable condition, hence to his mind it was unwise for share- 
holders to become dispirited when possibly a comparatively small additional 
amount of capital would quickly replace the entire expenditure, and place them 
in possession of a substantial dividend-paying property. (Hear, hear.) If men 
would but devote the same amount of energy In following up their mining in- 
vestments as many did in the prosecution of their ordinary business, far less 
would be heard of nnsuccessful mining, and still greater mineral wealth would 
be developed, (Hear, hear.) He had been associated with Mr, Job Taylor for 
some years, and had been jnvited to join this company, but irrespective of 
that he had fully made up his mind to become a shareholder, and not a small 
one either. (Hear, hear.) He believed this mine bad now arrived at such an 
advanced stage of development that any properly qualified agent could estimate 
with tolerable certainty the amount of working capital required to get at its 
riches. In the 12 fm. level a good course of ore had been passed through, and 
had just been reached in the 24 fm. level, and they knew how many fathoms had 
to be driven in the 36fm. level. Therefore, it followed that a calculation could 
be made with tolerable certainty as to the amount of capital requisite to reach 
these points, the mine being provided with machinery of sufficient power to 
take it down toa depth of 100fathoms, The veriest novices in calculations of 
this kind could determine the necessary additional expenditure to reach and 
develope the resources of the mine. The Vron lode was the only lode in that 
district presenting the same mineralogical features as the Van lode, and he 
doubted if any professioual man would be bold enough to say that when the 
Vron Mine wasas deep as the Yan was at the present time that a large amount 
of wealth would not be opened up, and the shares advance to a high premium, 
irrespective of market influence. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN said jt afforded him pleasure to state that they had present 
on this occasion Mr. Robinsion (of the eminent firm of Shelford and Robinson, 
the well-known engineers), who had had considerable experience in lead mines, 
and who, on behalf of himself and friends, has just inspected the mine, and it 
would, no doubt, be satisfactory to tuose present to be informed as to the result 
of that inspection, (tlear, hegr,) - 

Mr. HENRY Roprnsoy, F.G.S, (Messrs. Shelford and Robinson), 
said he had inspected this mine, with the view of advising his per- 
sonal friends as to whether they should invest their capital in it, 
He might say that his examination of the lode in this mine had led 
him to form a very favourable opinion of the prospects of this com- 
pany. The lode had been proved in the adit level and in the 12 and 
2¢ fm. levels, and it had improved in depth in a manner to justify the expecta- 
tion that at the level of 40 or 50 fms, it will give better results than at present, 
although he considered them highly promisivg, and will pay working expenses, 
The main shaft was now sunk to 36 fms., and he advised its being continued ; 





and at the same time levels being run out at 36 fms., one at every 12 fms.; by 
this a good surface for stoping will be opened out, which must be carefully kept 
in view, and he felt considerable confidence that the lode would increase in pro- 
ductiveness, and the results be satisfactory. The lode in the 12 and 24 fathom 
levels varies from 6 to 13 ft, in width, and contains much blende and spar, with 
good strings of lead, In some parts even at these shallow depths the yleld of 
lead Is about 144 ton to the fathom, The present engine-house is amply suffi- 
clent for winding, pumptng, and driving the machinery of the dressing-floors 
for an output of 40 tons of lead and double that of blende per month, but ara 
future time it may be necessary to Increase the machinery on the dressing-floors, 
aud also the engine-power. The buildings are substantial, and sufficlent for 
their respective purposes. The expenditure of capital to carry out the works 
which he had indicated he estimated at about 6900/., and this would be princl- 
pally employed in continuing to sink on the lode, and in opening it out. Suffi- 
cient water for a considerable part of ths year for the dressing-floors is collected 
in a reservoir adjoining them, and in the summer months the water from the 
workings can be utilised. The conditions necessary to ensure success being 
principally the continuity of the lode at a paying rate, and these conditions 
being very favourable, he anticipated that with good management and ordinary 
attention to mining details, this company would be paying good returns in the 
course of 18 months. The proximity of the mine to the railway station of 
Tylwch, with which it isconnected by a good road, gives great facilities for the 
transit of stores and materials toand fromthe mine. An element of risk neces- 
sarily attends all mining undertakings, but this belng recognised, he had no 
hesitation in expressing an opinion that there is a very fair surface for mining 
enterprise on this lode, which gives the most promising indications of turning 
out a good one. (Hear, hear.) ‘ : 

Captain NANCARROW explained the different points of operation, 
and urged as a point of importance the continuance of the 24, so as 
to pass the cross-course or slide which had been seen in the adit and 
12 fathom levels, and which, no doubt, was the feeder of the vein; 
when this cross-course was passed they would not only be near the 
ore ground, but also let down the water from the level above, when 
sinking on the ore ground in the 12 fm. level could be commenced, so that by the 
time this level was home the winze would be down, and a communication made, 
and returns considerably increase, The mine was in a first-rate state of work- 
ing; and from the dip of the ore, which was easterly, with a further sum of 
(say) 80002., the mine would be efficiently tested ; and in his opinion, long before 
that money was spent, they would be receiving good dividonds, and he grounded 
his opinion on the following reasons :—1. There isa large, well-defined vein, with 
a set of a mile square, and the vein can be traced for its entire length.—2. The 
strata were the same asin all the good mines in Cardiganshire and also in Mont- 
gomeryshire, and this was intersected by fine masterly cross-courses and slides, 
—3. In every level sunk the lode had become more compact, with best country 
rock, and more carbonate of lime and quartz, with a corresponding increase of 
lead and blende.—4, The engine-shaft was now down to the 36 fm. level, with 
pitwork and all that was required for carrying on the mine, in first-class order, 
and all that was required was only a few pumps, to sink the mine to a good 
depth. He was glad to see that the ground had become easier for sinking and 
also for driving. In conclusion, he might say that he considered it a good pro- 
perty, and by fairly working it, the shareholders had every reason to expect a 
profitable and lasting mine. (Hear, hear.) 

The following report was then read :— 

Jan, 14.—I have much pleasure in handing you my report of the above mine, 
as from the experience [ have had in connectiou therewith I am fully satisfied 
as to the bona fide nature of the undertaking, and have no hesitation In say- 
ing that all parties interested tn {ts development will have great cause for con- 
gratulating themselves on being connected with an enterprise that will ere long 
prove to them a source of no small profit. I need not go into detail as to the 
depth of shafts, length of levels, &c., as with this you are already well ac- 
quainted, and a glance at the section to be produced at the meeting will con- 
vince the most sceptical shareholders that we have almost within our grasp, 
both in the 24 and 36 fm, levels, an extensive run of ore ground, which we have 
long been struggling to reach. By reference to the section you will find that 
we have not more than from 20 to 25 fathoms, at most, to drive in each of the 
two levels mentioned above—the 24 and 36—to reach the run of ground that 
has been so productive in the adit and 12 fm. levels, and from which we have 
already raised about 200 tons of lead and blende ores. This I consider will 
take us about six months to accomplish, as In order to prove the lode as we go 
on we shall have to cross it diagonally, or at right angles, otherwise from its 
great width, being in many places from 12 to 18 ft, wide, we might easily pass 
by good bunches of ore without even being aware of their existence. I am 
pleased to be able to say that a very considerable improvement in the character 
and composition of the lode has taken place between theadit and 12 fm, levels, 
much less of the country rock is observable within the walls of the vein, and 
this has been substituted by quartz and other matrix more congenial to the 
production of large quantities of minerals. This change is so apparent that 
no practical eye can possibly fail to detect it, and Iam quite sure that all and 
every experienced mining agent who have examined the property will agree 
with me in saying that should the same rate of Improvement continue down to 
the 36 fm. level, to say nothing of what we may expect at greater depth, we 
shall have a productive and profitable mine, In the adit level the ore ground 
was not more than 20 fathoms in length, whereas in the 12 we have already 
driven upwards of 40 fathoms through ground ylelding ore, both of lead and 
blende, through not always in sufficient quantities for extracting. Our ma- 
chinery, consisting of a 28-inch cylinder steam-engine, drawing-machine, crush- 
ing-mill, and other dressing appllances, are of the newest and best construction, 
and, with the exception of the latter, are equal to our requirements for a con- 
siderable time, or, [ may add, until a permanently paying mine has been fairly 
established. The sett is very extensive, being at least a mile square, and con- 
tains other lodes known to be productive of ore, but on which very little work 
has been done. ‘The Altifus part of the sett, however, which is on the main 
lode, is of too much impor:ance to be overlooked ; here we bave driven a level 
for a considerable distance iu a very large and promising lode, containing ore 
in several places, and, in my opinion, requiring only to be developed to a rea. 
sonable depth to become highly remunerative, aud there is ample water-power 
at command for all purposes. For the future and most effectual development 
of the mine, I would suggest the following mode of operation :—That the sink- 
ing of the engine-shaft be resumed, and continued with full force ; the 12, 24, 
and 36 fm, levels west, and the 36 fm. level east, together with Altifus adit level, 
be driven with full pares of men, and that the ore ground be stoped away as It 
becomes available. The adit level on this side being so much in advance 
of the deeper workings I do not propose to drive that fur the present. In con- 
clusion, [ beg to remark that the iucrcased interest which is now being taken 
in the development of the lead mines of this district, together with a corre- 
sponding amount of capltal being brought to bear upon them, will undoubtedly 
open up such a field for successful mining and the profitable employment of ca- 
pital as have scarcely hituerto been known or equalled, and almost every day 
gives us fresh tokens as to what we may reasonably expect from many of the 
young mines by which we are surrounded on their being more fully developed ; 
and I do not hesitate to say that the Cwm Vron Mine will ere long take its stand 
amongst the most prominent, and iu due time will bear no mean comparison 
with the best and most productive mines in the Princlpality.x—JouNn Kirro. 


The CHAIRMAN sald a report had been received from Capt. Northey (of Bwich 
Consols), which stated that the mine was in the Van district. The lode was mas- 
terly in size, being from 6 to 12 ft. in width, and produced lead ore at different 
points, where the ground was being stoped away, and in hts opinion there were 
chances of increased productiveness at greater depth, and he strongly recom- 
mended that the 24 and 36 fm. levels be driven westward of the engine-shaft, to 
prove the run of ore ground 24 fathoms deeper than the present workings. The 
stratum was quite congenial for the production of lead ores, and the lode had 
a general direction, similar to those of the productive mines of the district. 
The necessary machinery for carrying out the work recommended was on the 
mine, and all in good working order. In a subsequent communication Captain 
Nortbey stated that he had omitted to say anything about the returns of ore. 
He found that to November, 1870, 66 tons of lead and 88 tons of blende had been 
sold, and since then 40 tons, which made the total returns nearly 200 tons of 
lead and blende ores, from the back of the adit and a stope in the back of the 12 
fathom level; this proved that the lode, so far as laid open, was strong and pro- 
ductive, and warranted belng proved at greater depth. 

Capt. W. RICHARDS considered that the chances of having a good mine in 
depth were very great ; and he believed that when the 36 and deeper levels were 
reached, and the lode still more developed, a good and lasting mine would be 
the result. 

Mr, CLARKE said it afforded him great satisfaction to be present 
upon this occasion as the owner of this mine. From all he had been 
able to ascertain, he considered there were good reasons to believe 
this mine was on the eve of becoming a profitable one, It was grati- 
fying to find that the pioneer mine in the district was a truly mar- 
vellous property, and it was no less gratifying to find that Cwm Vron 
Mine possessed a lode and other general characteristics so similar to those In 
Van. Itmust be an encouragement to those who invested capital in the Mont- 
gomeryshire mines to know that such a mine as the Van existed in the locality, 
because it could be very reasonably iuferred that it was not the only great mine 
that would be opened up within a limited area. ‘There were many highly pro- 
ductive mines that had been worked for centuries, and had founded the fortunes 
of many well-known families, but entirely unknown to the general public. He 
had heard that an eminent member of the Stock Exchange, after visiting these 
great mines, had described them as resembling Aladdin's jJewelled cave ; and as 
far as he (the Chairman) was concerned he had derived the highest opinion as 
to this mine from the professional authorities who had inspected it on his behalf. 
He must confess his surprise to find such an unanimity in their opinion, which 
to his mind certainly indicated a prosperous future. His information led him 
to the conclusion that at the depth of another 30 or 40 fathoms they would find 
this enormous straggling lode consolidated into one of a higbly productive cha- 
racter, yielding satisfactory dividends to the shareholders. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. TAYLOR, J.P., said the mine was certainly worth double the amount 
that had been expended upon it, and he only regretted that those originally 
connected with it did not come forward and provide the necessary capital to 
continue its development, 

Mr. ROBINSON, F.G.S., in reply to a question, stated that he considered 60001, 
should be available for dead working expenses. He had no hesitation in saying 
that he was very strongly of opinion that in 18 months it would be a paying 
mine, Few mines possessed such indications in the 24 fm. level ; in fact, he 
had formed such a generally favourable opinion of {t that he was quite prepared 
to allow the name of his firm to be connected with it as consulting engineers, 
which he should not do if he was not satisfied it would be a good paying mine. 

Capt, NANCARROW, in reply to a question from Mr. Ross, stated that he had 
known the mine for some years, and bad watched with interest its satisfactory 
progress. His firm opinion of its eventual success had not been altered in any 
way. There wasa large magnificent lode, well defined, and embedded in a beau- 
tiful class of rock~such as the best mines in Montgomeryshire were found in, 
He had been a miner from 40 to 50 years, and connected with mines in Wales, 
Cornwall, South America, North America, California, Portugal, and Italy; 
therefore, he could bring experience to bear upon his opinion, and he believed 
with perseverance this mine would be equal to any in the neighbourhood, 

Capt. RICHARDS fully endorsed the opinion of previous speakers, for if the 
lode continued to improve in depth, which he beileved it would, it would prove 
an cnormous mine, 

Capt. Ki1TQ was of opinion that the mine when fairly developed would be 


one of the best in the district, the Van, of course, excepted. They did not ex- 
pect to find Vans everywhere, but there was no reason why they should not find 
something that would correspond to it. 

Capt. NANCARROW suggested that a shallow level should be put in between 
the adit aud the bottom of the shaft on the top of the mountain, as between 
those points 10,0007. worth of ore might be discovered. 

Mr. HESELTINE sald that before Capt. Simmons and himself consented to be 
associated with the company they determined to visit the mine with a profes- 
stonal adviser, and he was pleased to say that thelr enquiries had resulted In 
the opinion that there was more than a probability of its proving a success. 
Mr. Robinson had undertaken the task purely from personal friendship to him 
(Mr, Heseltine), and he had privately told him that he was quite safe in al- 
lowing himself to be assoclated with it, and also to solicit his friends. Hehad 
had some experience in mining, and he could assure those present that he saw 
enough at thls mine to state that he was not at all surprised to have heard the 
remarks which had been made by the varlous practical authoritles present. Ho 
sincerely believed that this mine would prove to be a great success, (Hear.) 

Mr. BRISTOWE had often heard of the splendid prospects of this mine from 
Capt. Nancarrow, but he must confess that until now he had had no {dea thatit 
was such a property as had been represented by the practical authorities present. 

Mr. BELL mentioned that at one time in the history of the Minera Mine it 
was a matter of only a few weeks to determine whether it should not be given 
up, and since then it had returned over 500,000/. in dividends, 

The CHAIRMAN said he thought all present must be satisfied with the impor- 
tant information which had been communicated. He did not think an oppor- 
tunity often occurred whereby such full, explicit, and disinterested information 
could be obtained as to the value of a mine, and he could not help thinking 
that if it were the rule instead of the exception to adopt such a precautionary 
course, mining would rapidly occupy that position which its vast commercial 
importance warranted, and that there would be fewer blanks and more prizes. 

A — vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman, when the meeting sepa- 
rated. 

At a meeting of the board of directors, the necessary preliminary resolutions 
were pissed, 


WHEAL TRELAWNY MINING COMPANY, 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the 
company, on Tuesday,—Mr. SAMUEL MoccarTa in the chair. 

The SECRETARY (Mr, J, Lavington) having read the notice con-

This 
shaft is down 8 fms., and we hope to sink it sufficiently deep for a 12 fm. level 
in about three months from thistime. Weare sinking ina beautiful clay-slate, 
with patches of elvan, which we regard as good indications for the production 
of mineral. In the meantime, it is essential for the interest of the company to 
resume the driving of the 230 fm. level, both north and south of this shait, to- 
wards the ore ground driven through in the 210. You will see from this that 
there is a back of 20 fms. of ground standing, from which we anticipate good 
results. We continue to drive with all possible speed the 222 fm. level, nor. hot 
Smith’s shaft, to get under the ore and highly congenial ground driven ovir in 
the level above.

A cross-cut would then be put out to prove the lode; and, as Mary 
Aun Mine on one side, and Treweatha on the other, were both turning out well, 
Mary Ann especially, after passing through a similar unproducsive plece of 
ground to that in which Trelawny shaft was now sinking, he (the Chairman) 
yet looked forward to a time when Trelawny would regain its old position, 
and repay the shareholders for their outlay and patience, In this view he was 
strengthened by the remarks of the agents respecting the change of ground at 
theshaft.

SOUTH AURORA SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


The first general meeting of shareholders was held at the London 
Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Wednesday, 

Mr. E, F, SATTERTHWAITE in the chair, 

Mr. CHARLES CADOGAN (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the object of the formation of the 
company was to become possessed of the South Aurora Miue, to which 
the vendors agreed to give a clear title in consideration of 20),000l. cash, and 
20,000 fully pald shares, Under these circumstances it became ncedfal to send 
out an agent to investigate the title, and for that purpose Mr. J.C. Hayward, 
of their solicttor’s firm, had been selected. He had given them a complete re- 
port upon the matter, and he thought they would see that he had faithfully 
performed the object of his mission, The company had a good title to the pro- 
perty, and they were raising 50 tous per day from the mine; and he would men- 
tion that Mr, Hayward went out and returned in sixty-three days, although he 
spent two or three days at New York each way, so that the mine was evidently 
not 80 inaccessible as some had supposed. With regard to the earnings of the 
mine, he might remark that, although the vendors continued operations, it was 
arranged that the company should receive the profits from Sept. 1 last. From 
that date the earnings of the mine had been $159,000, and against that there 
had been an expenditure of $56,000, leaving a protit of $103,000, orabout 21,0001., 
which he thought they would consider highly satisfactory. The directors pro- 
posed to pay an interim dividend at the rate of 20 per cent. per annnm for the 
four months to the end of the year, and this would leave 86681. to carry for- 
ward. To meet the case of those who had paid up their shares in full the di- 
rectors proposed that 5 per cent. iaterest to them should be paid up to the end 
of the year upon the amount pre-paid in calls. The business of the meeting was 
to elect—this being the first general meeting of the company—directors and 
auditors, as the cousideration of the agreement with the vendors would belong 
to the extraordinary meeting to be held presently. 

Mr. HAYWOOD would like to know how the dividend was to be pald—was it 
to be so much per share, or would those who had paid up in full receivea larger 
amount? He would also enquire whether all the shares had been allotted, and 
if not, how many were in the hands of the directors ?——The CHAIRMAN ex- 
plained that the dividend would be equal upon all shares, whether partly or fully 
paid; but those who had paid up would receive 5 per cent. interest to the end 
of the year on the amount of their pre-payment. As tothe shares, 14.778 had 
been allotted to the public; 20,000 had been paid to the vendors; and 25,222 re- 
mained unappropriated. ‘here had been many applications recelved since the 
closing of the list, but the directors felt that they had no power to deal with 
them until after the present meeting. The dealing with the unappropriated 
shares would form the business of the extraordinary meeting, 

It was then unanimously resolved that Messrs, Satterthwatte, Stanford, Mossel, 
and Seyton be elected directors; aud Mr. Ford auditor—the latter at a remu- 
neration of 501. per annum. 

The future general meetings of the company are to be held on the first Wed- 
desday in November in each year. 

Mr. CADOGAN read the notice convening the extraordinary gencral meeting, 
for the purpose of considering the present position of the company as regards 
the vendors. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was at all times difficult to attempt to alter the Articles 
of Association of acompany. They had, however, but little time to complete 
the purchase, and as the vendors had performed their part of the contract (the 
title to the mines having, indeed, been already handed over to the company in 
good faith), it was essential that the company should perform theirs. ‘The 
300,000l. bad not been paid into the hands of the trustees as arranged, the total 
amount subseribed being only 74,0001. or 75,0001. Their position, and the proposi- 
tion of the vendors, was thus technically stated—‘“* The vendors having proposed 
that the Memorandum of Agreement of Oct. 1,1870,set forth in the appendix to 
the Articles of Association, shall be altered by providing that the completion 
of the purchase shall be postponed until March 1, 1871, and by further providing 
that in lieu of the purchase money of 300,9002. being paid, as to 200,0001. ineash, 
and as to 100,0001. by the issue to the vendors, or their nominees, of 20,000 fully 
paid-up shares in the company, such purchase money shall be paid in manner 
following—that is to say, as to such an amount as there shall be cash in the 
hands of the trustees appointed by the said agreement, sufficlent to satisfy on 
the day of the date of the agreement to be executed in pursuance of thls reso- 
lution, by paymentof that amountincash. Astosuch further amount as there 
shall be cash in the hands of the said trustees on March 1, 1871, by payment of 
that amount also incash. And as to the residue, by the issue to the vendors 
or their nominees of all the shares not allotted to other persons on the day of 
the date of the agreement, to be executed in pursuance of this resolution; and 
also by the issue to the vendors, or their nominees, on the same March 1, 1871, 
of all such shares (if any) as shall have been forfeited or surrendered on or 
before that day.”’ In connection with that statement, the resolution he had to 
propose, and which he had no doubt some shareholder would readily second, 
was—": That the proposal of the vendors be accepted, and that the directors be 
empowered to prepare and cause the seal of the company to be affixed to an 
agreement varying the Memorandum of Agreement of Oct. 1, 1870, in manner 
aforesaid, and to do all things necessary to give effect tu such agreement when 
prepared and executed,” 

Mr. BERGTHEIL gladly seconded the resolution, believing that the carrying 
out of the proposed arrangement would place the company in a very good posi- 
tion, With regard tothe unappropriated shares, he considered it very desirable 
that the present shareholders should have an opportunity of increasing their 
interest if they desired it, and he thought that some arrangement to that effect 
between the directors and the vendors might be entered into. 








A SUAREHOLDER remarked that the payment of the proposed dividend would

leave them but 87001. for contingencies, which he thought was not a large sum, 
although it was true that at present the mine was making large profits. Of 
course, they could not demand it asa right, but he thought it would greatly 
increase the confidence of the shareholders in the undertaking if the vendors 
were to forego the present dividend upon their shares, and thus leave a little 
more in the handsof thedirectors. It was, of course, a question for the vendors, 
but he hoped it would receive their favourable consideration. 

The CHAIRMAN feared that as to giving existing shareholders a priority in 
the placing of the unappropriated shares, it was a matter in which the directors 
could take no steps. The special resolution must be carried in its integrity to 
be of effect, and then any arrangement as to the unappropriated sbares must 
be directly between the applicants and thevendors. Thevendors, as far as the 
company is concerned, are Messrs. Seligmann Brothers, of London and San 
Francisco, and he had no doubt that if the shareholders desired it they would 
undertake to communicate with them, and give them an opportunity of increas- 
ing their interest. —— Mr. STANFORD assented. 

Mr. JORDAN enquired whether a settlement on the Stock Exchange had been 
applied for. No doubt many would not be disinclined to hold the shares as an 
investment, but at the same time everyone preferred to hold a negociable security 
rather than one which was not negociable.——The CHAIRMAN said that they 
had been in communication with the Committee of the Stock Exchange, and no 
doubt when they applied fora quotation of their shares they would have favour- 
able consideration. ‘The matter, however, was deferred untll after the preseut 
meeting, as it was necessary that they should have a clause in their Articles of 
Association, which they had not got at present. He would, therefore, at once 
propose—‘** That the regulations of the company, contained in the Articles of 
Association, shall be altered by the addition thereto of the following regula- 
tion :—That the directors for the time being of the company shall be and are 
hereby prohibited from applying the funds of the company to or in the purchase 
of shares in the company.”’ 

The resolution was seconded, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. STANFORD said that, with regard to the observations of a shareholder 
concerning the present dividend on the vendors’ shares, he would inform the 
meeting that the vendors would forego the 60001., and leave it in the hands of 
the directors. They bad such complete confidence In the mine that they felt it 
was quite a secondary matter whether they received it at once, or left it to im- 
prove the position of thecompany. He believed they had the best superin- 
tendent and the best manager to be found in those parts, and he had every con- 
fidence in the complete success of the undertaking. He had built the mill him. 
self, and it was as good as could be desired. 

The meeting then passed a unanimous resolution, expressing appreciation of 
Mr. Stanford's liberality in surrendering the dividend on the vendors’ shares, 
and thanks to Mr. Gould (the representative of the trustees), and to the Chair- 
man and directors, which terminated the proceedings,

AMERICAN MINES—HUDSON RIVER COPPER COMPANY. 


The Hudson River Copper Company, to which reference was made 
in the Mining Journal of Dec. 31, has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention by rexson of the novel features shown in the undertaking. 
The two great dangers English people, as a general rule, run into in 
investing in American mines lies—firstly, in the mistake made of 
managing their companies from England, thousands of miles away 
from their property ; and, secondly, in having the entire amount of 
the shares on this side of the Atlantic, so that there exists no one on 
the other side whose interest it is to understand and carefully watch 
the works. The shares of this company are mostly held in America 
by Americans, who are close to the property, and keep a strict super- 
vision of its progress, The directors are Americans (with the excep- 
tionof one gentleman just elected to represent English shareholders), 
who have been assiduously working over the mine for six years, 

The mine, although called a copper mine, is essentially an im- 
mense mountain of sulphur ore; in fact, a quarry, and being splen- 
didly situated on the banks of the world-famed Hudson River, close 
to New York, the company possess a market at its very doors, Thus 
they can fairly make an exact calculation of their profits, It is 
proved that they can quarry out the sulphur ore for $2 a ton, cover- 
ing every expense, and sell it at their doors for $5. ton. Later 
letters say they are now getting $6 a ton, and they are laying their 
plans to quarry out and deliver as much as 200 tons a day; but, in 
order to be safe, they are more moderate in their present estimates, 
and only base them on 100 tons a day. This sulphur ore is bought 
by chemical manufacturers, who have recently introduced an econo- 
mical process, long used in Great Britain, of making vitriol, or sul- 
phuric acid, therefrom infinitely cheaper than from Sicilian sulphur. 
There is a revolution going on in this trade, and all the manufac- 
turers in the United States are turning their attention to it, and 
altering their works to suit the making of vitriol from sulphur pyrites, 
Another feature in this undertaking is its mining character as re- 
gardscopper. Veins of copper are interspersed through the sulphur 
ore, and it is found that as the miners dig out the sulphur ore the 
veins of copper are becoming richer, and more defined, The directors 
rely principally upon the profits from the sulphur ore, as that is a 
certainty, but the geologists who have examined the mine frequently 
opine that there will be found a very rich deposit of copper. 

The latest accounts from New York mention that some ingenious 
Boston parties are making experiments with the ore, to see if the iron 
also cannot be utilised. The ores are at present sorted into two classes, 
that which is richest in sulphur, and that which is richest in copper ; 
if the above experiments succeed there will be a third, that which is 
richest in iron. The ores hitherto analysed have been sold as mun- 
dic ores and copper ores respectively, The former gives—Sulphur, 
34 per cent.; iron, 51 percent.; copper, } per cent.; and is sold at $5 
to $6 per ton at the mine, leaving $3 or $4 per ton net profit, The 
latter gives—Sulphur, 29} per cent.; iron, 37} per cent.; copper, 8} 
per cent,; andsellsata price which leaves about $14 per ton net profit. 
Upon the foregoing moderate calculations the directors estimate 
that there will be a net profit on the ores now in sight or available, 
without any dead work being needed, of $379,000 (75,800/.) It will 
probably take, with the present force of men, about three years to 
extract the above, but it depends entirely upon the number of men 
the company choose or their finances permit to be employed. Itcan 
be pushed ahead much faster than this, However, calculating at

The river frontage of the pro- 
perty is 600 ft. in length, and is within 190 ft, of the channel of the river, where 
the company’s new dock jis being bullt, and is nearly completed, alongside 
which a vessel of 3000 tons can load, 

CONTENTS OF THE MINE.—The mine now opened ts found, as was anticle 
pated, to bea solid mass of pyritea, consisting chiefly of sulphuret of tron and 
sulphuret of copper. Some nickel has been found in samples of the former as- 
saying 44 per cent. to 6 per cent. If this should prove continuous, it will of 
itself be extremely valuable and profitable in addition to the sulphur and cop- 
per. These ores are mixed with quantities of hornblende, apatite, or phospate 
of lime and felspar. As a source of immediate profit, the sulphur ore only, 
which the mine furnishes in great abundance, is being worked and sold ata pro- 
fit of about $2'% per ton, while the rich copper ore is laid aside for the present, 
and stored to be dealt with hereafter. 

WorK DONE.—Since the formation of the company, six years ago, they have 
had great difficulties to overcome in the dead work at the mine, and in opening 
up a market for the sulphur ore among the chemical manufactures, both of which 
have now been accomplished. ‘This period has been occupted in the construction 
and perfecting of the mine shaft, with connected level, tracks, cars, tramway,

PRESENT CONDITION.—The directurs are taking steps to procure the speedy 
completion of the new dock at the termination of the new road just finished, by 
which a saving of 50c. per ton or more will be effected in the transportation of 
the oreto the ships. The new road is a continuous inclined plane of about one 
mile. The road heretofore used is circuitous to the extent of about three miles, 
and has some up grades, The company has a market already for its sulphur 
ore at $5 per ton. It has the additional advantage of a customer in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood, in a firm which has erected large vitriol (sulphuric acid) 
works alongside the company’s new docks. It is found that the ore makes as 
high a quality of vitriol as the Sicilian sulphur, and burns well. The manu- 
facturers are learning to roast the ore now to such perfection as to extract all 
the sulphur to within a small percentage. The directors believe they have one 
of the best mining captainsin thecountry. He hashad many years’ experience 
in England, and more particularly for the last ten years, in the State of Ver- 
mont, where he has managed a mine of similar character with great success. 
His name is Thomas Pollard. There areconsiderable quantities of sulphurand 
copper ores already mined out and lying ready for sorting and delivery. Last 
year the company worked out (besides getting through the dead work) about 
5000 tons of sulphur ore, and sold the same for about $25,000 (say, £5000), which 
must be considered a fair beginning. 

The accommodation and buildings at the mine consist of the house at the 
mine, where the men are boarded, which is 40 f¢. long, 20 ft. wide, and two 
stories high, lined with bricks, with an addition, 20 by 15 ft., one story high, 
used as a wash-house, A large earth cellar, near the house, for keeping meats, 
vegetabley, &c. (The house has had as many as forty men in it, and is well 
built, and comfortable.) The superintendent's house, two stories high, a very 
good house, new, and in all respects convenient and suitable for the purpose. 
A stable, with room for six horses, harness, &c. A new thoroughly-built black- 
smiths’ shop alongside the trock at the mouth of the adit level. An office by 
the side of the scales where the ore is welghed. A changing-house, where the 
men change their working clothes for clean ones, and a substantial shed over 
the dump and sorting-ground. A few small houses, costing $500 each, would 
be very desirable as residences for married miners who have families, the boys 
working well as sorters of ore, aud in many other ways being as useful as men, 
and much less expensive. The question of their erection is now under consl- 
deration. Many of the men find board with the surrounding farmers’ families, 
and prefer liviugin that way. The workings are well planned and shaped. The 
rock stands, without timber or masonry, as firm to-day as it did three years ago. 

Cost, VALUE, AND PROFIT PER TON. —The net profits on the sulphur ore, now 
sold at $5 per ton, is about 33 per ton, thus :—Contract to miners to deliver the 
ore on the dump, per ton, 75 cents; sorting, per ton, 25 cents; hauling to dock, 
per ton, over new road, 50 cents; all incidental expenses, office, superinten- 
dent, &c., 50 cents: total, $2. Sold at the dock, per ton, $5; profit, $3 per ton. 
The net profit on 6 per cent. copper ore worked on the spot for metal only is 
estimated at $14 per ton. Many of these expenses are taken too high, and will 
not be materially increased whatever quantity of ore be taken out ina given 
time, The improvements now going on will still further reduce expenses, It 
must not be supposed that $5 per ton is the highest price that could be obtained 
for the sulphur ore. It is put at this low figure at present to encourage the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid therefrom. 

QUANTITY OF ORE.—The mine Is, properly speaking, a huge quarry of sulphur 
ore, actuaily visible, and open to the inspection of anyone. There is nothing 
imaginary or speculative about this. It is only as regards copper and nickel 
that it can be looked upon asa mine, and, therefore, upon this point only to 








some extent speculative. The directors base their calculations of future earn- 
ings and profits upon the actual facts and experience derived from the last six 
years’ working, and more particularly upon that of the past year. These cal- 
culations are verified by Prof. Raymond, Mining Engineer to the United States 
Government, who reports that the mass of solld ore now exposed to view, and 
ready for breaking down and carting away for sale, amounts to at least 40,000 
tons:—In the stope from the cross tunnel to bottom of the shaft (say), 16,900 
tons; in the stope from the upper drift down to the large tunnel stope, 10,000 
tons ; in the ground south of the shaft, 14,0°0 tons: total, 40,0°0 tons of sulphur 
ore, in extracting which some 4000 to 590) tons can be set aside as 6 per cent. 
copper ore. In the ground south-west of the shaft there are about 46,009 tons 
more easily to be opened up, without any dead work. There cannot reasonably 
be any doubt of the continuance of the deposit in depth, and there is at least 
700 ft. in perpendicular height yet. Besides the deposit now worked upon there 
are, doubtless, parallel recurrences in the same zone. Where one rich ore-body 
thins out another will be found to set in, and this metalliferous series continues

and traces of cobalt, No. 1, *60; No, 2, 46; carbonate of lime, No. 1, 3°50; No.2, 
4°63; insoluble rock, No. 1,840; No. 2, 18°40; molsture, No, 1, *20; No. 2, +20; 
oxygen and loss, No.1,°77; No. 2,°95: total, No. 1, 100°00; No, 2, 100°00, Mr. 
Alfred Kimber writes that “‘as a pyrites mine (sulphuret of iron) it is a great 
success, and the quantity is inexhaustible. The samples sent may be taken as 
a fair test of the quality as regards the sulphur. From the appearance of the 
ore now coming out, the future of the mine is very good as regards copper. You 
cannot find a single plece of ore that does not show copper, and the quantity of 
rich copper ore seems to be iucreasing.’’ The company had a lot of 50 tons of 
ore tested on July 14, 1870, by Prof. Chandler, at the School of Mines, Columbla 
College, New York, and received his certificate that it contained 7 60-100ths per 
cent. of copper.

REMARKS, —Notwithstanding the continued restriction within 
somewhat narrow limits of business generally, yet it is a source of 
great satisfaction that the tone in our markets is improving, and 
whatever business is done is of a sound and healthy character, Now 
that we have advanced into the third week of the new year, we are 
looking for some marks indicative of the attention of the leading 
merchants in London being drawn towards the opening up of fresh 
business, and such indications are forthcoming. A disposition to 
enter into contracts is evinced; anxlous anticipations as to the prospects of 
peace, and the results that may be looked for from the Conference are expressed ; 
and, indeed, there seems some grounds to hope that as not only the belligerents 
are tired of the war, but the neutral powers also, that ere long it will be brought 
toaclose. The facilities for finance for all legitimate enterprise are such that 
no obstacle is likely to be encountered from the difficulty which in some quarters 
might arise with regard to payments; and the prices of metals are mostly of so 
moderate a character that inducements presents themselves to the buyer which, 
perhaps, would not be the case were a larger drain upon capital required. Under 
this state of things we may encourage the hope that as the year developes the 
depression which has for so long a period overhung many of our markets will 
pass off, and business revert to its normal condition, The rapid extension of 
the telegraphic system throughout those portions of the world with which Great 
Britain holds commercial intercourse, must necessarily tend to theexpansion of 
trade, and from this source as well as others general improvement in business 
may be anticipated. “ 2 

CopPpER.—A combination of circumstances has for a very long 
period exercised a most depressing influence upon this metal, the 
result being that its value has become materially depreciated, The 
proximate causes which have mainly tended to bring about the exist- 
ing state of things are, first, the large overplus of supply, especially 
from Chili, when contrasted with the comparatively limited demand 
both for home and foreign consumption ; secondly, there has for some years past 
existed a lack of unanimity among the smelters, which has caused an unsettled 
feeling in the market; and, lastly, owing to the large shipments of manu- 
factured copper, more particularly to the Indian markets, the demand from 
the East has lately been very limited, In looking back upon the past year 
we find that the shipments from Chili have fallen off by some thousands of 
tons during the year, as contrasted with 1869, and up to date advices of char- 
ters have continued rather below the average. This is a most encouraging fea- 
ture for consideration. The smelters, instead of working to cross-purposes, 
have, it appears, arrived at a better understanding among themselves, and this 
fact being know has imparted stability to the market. From Calcutta and 
Bombay the markets are reported steadier, and slightly higher prices had been 
obtained in tho former for sheet and tile. At the present moment the French 
smelters are, of course, entirely out of the market; their works must neces- 
sarily be at a standstill, and their stock of raw material 1s said to be exhausted, 
so that at the conclusion of the war an impetus of considerable importance may 
be looked for in the resuscitation of this branch of the trade. As holders of 
copper review with care the facts, they are impressed with the belief that the 
time will arrive when buyers shall no longer be able to dictate their own terms, 
and as this impression gains ground a determination to hold rather than sell 
at unremunerative prices is evinced. These and other facts have not yet as- 
sumed such a magnitude, and become so established, as to induce buyers to 
come into the market on a large scale, but if as time advances these favour- 
able features become more prominent there can be no doubt that the copper 
market will assume a very different asprct to that which it wears at present, 
Chili copper, 641, 10s, to 651., according to brand ; Australian, 731., part cash and 
prompt, business done ; manufactured copper, 731.; yellow metal sheets, 6%gd. 

InonN.—The market is dull, but prices have not undergone any 
change. Ironmasters still stand out for 67. 5s. for merchant bars at 
the works in Wales, The results of the various meetings which have 
taken place in the iron districts lately have not been of quite so en- 
couraging a character as could be wished. The number of orders 
given out has been extremely limited, and there exists a lack of ani- 
mation generally throughout the trade, which is to be accounted for by the 
completion of current work, not followed up by fresh contracts. The home 
trade keeps pretty good, and that in a measure sustains the market.—Swedish 
Iron; The only stocks now in the market are for the Levant. There are no 
Indian assortments to be had. Sellers now ask 10. 2s, 6d, to 101. 7s. 6d. for 
ordinary specifications and early shipment; or from the Gulph, 91. 17s. 6d. to 
101, There is very little doing in Scotch pigs; the market has slightly relapsed, 
the shipments not being quite so good, owing to the unfavourable weather, 
Saies have been effected with three months prompt 52s, 44¢d., 52s, for two months, 
51s, 5d. eight days, and 51s. 3d., prompt cash. Prices having so far receded ge- 
neral attention isattracted. Should there bea further drop to 50s. a specula- 
tive feeling would, probably, manifest itself, and a rebound might be looked for, 

LEAD,.—As regards this metal, there are no signs of improvement 
visible, at the same time sellers are not disposed to grant more than 
a slight concession in order to effect sales, 

SPELTER.—The market is not quite so strong as it has been, busi- 
ness having transpired in Rhenish at 17/, 7s, 6d. 

T1n.—The position of English tin continues satisfactory. Various 
parcels of Straits have changed hands at 1327, to 133/. for arrival, 
and 135/. spot, Importers seem rather disposed still to take advan- 
tage of present high prices to realise their holdings,

lately obtained, 


Iron TRADE—(Griffiths’ Weekly Report),—We have had a flat 
market for all kinds of iron this week, in some measure, no doubt, owing to the 
business done last week at the Birmingham Quarter-day, it being usual to 
fix the contracts in hand with the makers on that day. The rail trade conti- 
nues dormant, and until more activity is witnessed in this department we can- 
not expect any marked change in the market for the better. Our advices from 
America are favourable, and sanguine expectations are entertained here of a 
good spring trade in rails and other kinds with the United States. The Con- 
ference on the Black Sea Question has opened well, and bids fair for a satisfac- 
tory issue. This being over, and the Russian demand re-opened, we see no rea- 
son why the active demand for rails which stimulated the trade during the 
greater part of 1870should not be ushered in during the next few weeks. There 
are already numerous orders on the market for several German ports, some via 
Trieste, and as Prussia and France are unable to manufacture their usual quan- 
tities, it appears to us that, whether we have peace or war, the demand for this 
country will rather improve than otherwise.—Cornhill, Jan. 20,

STEATITE—“ H. G.”’ (Walworth).—It 1s difficult to give the price of steatite 
without knowing the quality and precise purposes to which tt is applicable ; 
it may be fine enough to employ for cosmetics or polishing mirrors, or It may 
be so coarse as to be applicable only to the manufacture of the so-called 
* Adamas,” which has been extensively employed for the manufacture of gas- 
burner nipples, spindle-bearings, taps for wine and beer, &c. It is a silicate 
of magnesia, and of a very unctuous nature; hence when used as a cosmetic 
it tends to soften the skin. When a shade less fine it Is used as boot powder, 
or for rendering porcelain semi-transparent, and a similar quality forms the 
principal ingredient in French chalk. A rather less unctuous quality is made 
into tallors’ crayons and the like; and much of this same quality is employed 
in making vessels used in certain chemical operations, Dynamite, again, is 
steatite, or its equivalent, saturated with nitro-glycerine, The reddish-brown 
colour frequently seen in steatite is usually fron rtain, There are, no doubt, 
many other purposes which it is or could be applied.

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THE PRESENT AND FUTURE OF THE COPPER TRADE, 


It is an undoubted fact that the English copper manufacturers have 
permitted a large portion of their trade to pass away from them, into 
the hands of continental manufacturers. But now that the two chief 
competitors of England in this branch of trade are engaged in deadly 
feud, it seems to be an appropriate moment for investigating the cause 
of this loss, in the hoye that when we shall all again enter the lists 
our manufacturers may not be found wanting, 

But before we launch into this enquiry it may be interesting to 
note a peculiar German custom, which possesses great interest to ar- 
tizans, and is but little known in England. In many of the German 
States it isusual for every workman before be becomes a master trades- 
man, as we should term it, to spend two years in travelling through the 
great towns of hiscountry, Thus, witha wallet and a few thalers, the 
young German leaves his home, and walks from town to town, settling 
down in each to labour at his trade, and even resorting to begging for 
necessary food where labour is not to be procured, but always avail- 
ing himself of every opportunity to gather knowledge applicable to 
his particular handicraft. In the end he returns, qualified by an ex- 
perience of life, and a specific knowledge of his trade, as practised 
in all parts of his country, to start in the great international compe- 
tition common to all the workshops of Kurope, and from that point 
where discovery last ceased. The national value of such a man is 
of necessity greater than that of an English artizan, bred and trained 
in his native town, and who, attempting to advance beyond his pre- 
decessors, anist lose much energy in uselessly treading already dis- 
covered paths, In fact, this German custom is peculiarly well adapted 
to give artizans a maximum of efficiency at a minimum of cost; for, 
let the most perfect description of inventions be in the hands of young 
men, the benefit would be small as compared with a practical ac- 
quaintance with the thing discovered. And the objection which might 
be raised to the demoralising effect of a wandering life is,in a great 
measure, neutralised by the universality of the custom. 

It is not, however, our desire to investigate further this German 
custom, and we only draw attention to it under the conviction that 
our best efforts are requisite if we would hold our own as metal 
manufacturers for the great foreign consuming markets. 

To pass on, then, to the considerations of the present and future 
of copper manufacture, in which must be included all those mixed 
metals in which copper is a large ingredient, we find at the outset 
that England possesses great superiority over all her continental 
competitors, in that she receives direct from the chief producing 
countries the greater portion of the copper produced in the world; 
and the tendency to pass this produce through England increases, and 
must continue to increase, so long as we maintains our supremacy 
as carricrs for the commercial world of both hemispheres, Yet, de- 
spite this advantage, which requires no proof to be admitted, we find 
the continental copper manufacturers successfully competing with 
the English for the export trade. This division of the requirements 
of the world in manufactured copper has materially reduced our ex- 
ports in this particular form—a fact which has been wrongly in- 
terpreted into diminished consumption. Thus about a year ago 
a correspondent styling himself “‘ Nosiris,” stated in the Mining 
Journal that “the mill-power,” referring to mills for copper and 
yellow metal,” is greater than can be profitably employed at the 
present rate of consumption.” If, instead of this, “ Nosiris” had 
stated that the English manufacturers had erected machinery ill 
adapted to the modern needs of the copper trade he would have 
been right; and even if he had further asserted that the bulk of the 
English mill-power is adapted only for large rough work, whilst the 
world now requires a highly finished article, he would have been 
nearer the truth. But in its bare simplicity no statement could be 





great as to stand above all others, and to demand our best attention ; 
and, if we understand rightly the signs of the times, it is not likely 
to be an evanescent demand, Despotic power and kingly ambition 
have cast to the winds the glorious hopes of which COBDEN was the 
English exponent; and until the National Will finds a means of ex- 
pressing itself in curbing rulers, or the People assume power in Europe, 
there is no prospect of disarmaments or permanent peace. King 
WILLIAM of Prussia may talk of prosecuting the war with France to 
secure a lasting peace, but his own speech to the German Parliament 
gives the lie to such hopes, and tumults of wars, if not actual wars, 
will probably be the striking feature of the nineteenth century, Every 
European nation will be obliged to arm in self-defence ; and, the obli- 
gations of treaties being once set aside, colossal armaments will be 
essential. Now, modern warfare means the use of large quantities 
of metals. Iron is, of course, the most important, but copper, tin, 
and spelter are equally necessary. What makes the Birmingham 
workshops so busy at this moment?) Why, the manufacture of guns 
and cartridges. It is, in fact, at present difficult to estimate the ex- 
tent to which we may be driven in this mania for arming, and, con- 
sequently, the extent to which cartridges may be required, But if 
most of the great European countries adopt the German principle, 
of training the greater portion of their male population as soldiers, 
they must be supplied with cartridges, Given, 5,000,000 of armed 
men in all Europe, how many cartridges would there be required to 
supply them with one month’s ammunition, if each man has served 
out to him per diem from 100 to 120 cartridges in time of war? The 
sum is an easy one, but to estimate the quantity of brass or copper 
used in this supply of cartridges, let it be sufficient to state here that 
the cartridge of most of the European armies is wrapped in a more 
or less thick case of brass or copper. Now, the manufacture of this 
case requires great care, and is a striking example of the necessity of 
a higher culture in our metal makers, There remains still one branch 
of the modern copper trade to which a few words must be devoted— 
thatis, submarine cables, They are made of copper which possesses 
the peculiar property of conductivity, a quality inherent in some and 
entirely absent in others. As to the demand for submarine cables, no 
one can deny that they are a necessity of modern trade, and must be 
increased until we have girt the world, and joined together all the 
great centres of humanity by means of them. 

In conclusion, it may be said that England has lost more especially 
that branch of the copper manufacturing trade which involves supe- 
rior quality and finish, The copper manufacturing trade of to-day 
requires a much higher knowledge than heretofore, from the cha- 
racter of the applications to which it is applied. Who is at fault— 
the masters or the workmen? The reply is an all-important one, if 
there be any truth in RICHARD COBDEN’S celebrated remark—* Our 
wealth, commerce, and manufactures grow out of the skilled labour 
of men working io metals.” 





THE EXPLOSIONS IN DERBYSHIRE AND STAFFORDSHIRE, 


The facts that have transpired at the inquests in connection with 
the colliery explosions in North Derbyshire and North Staffordshire 
are not reassuring as to the future. It is clear that much has yet to 
be done alike by managers and by men before the coal mines of Great 
Britain cease to be worked with the disastrous consequences which 
now attend fuel mining in our island. The explosion at about mid- 
night on Tuesday last week, at the No. 1 and No, 2 Silkstone pits, 
Renishaw Park Colliery, Eckington, belonging to Messrs, J. and G, 
WELLS, has resulted in the death of 28 men; it has made 19 women 
widows, and it has deprived 51 children under 12 years of age of those 
whose industry had hitherto won them food. The explosion at No. 1 
(“Independent”) pit, at Lycett, three miles from Newcastle-under- 
Lyne, belonging to the Crewe Coal and Iron Company, which oc- 
curred on the morning of the following Thursday, had resulted, when 
this was written, in the death of seven men, of whom six were married, 
and had together ten children; whilst three other men out of the re- 
maining twelve injured were supposed to be dying. In each case the 
firing of a shot preceded and led to the explosion, 

At Renishaw there is considerable difference of opinion as to the 
exact point at which following the shot the gas ignited. Mr. SAMUEL 
HARDWICK, the underviewer of both the pits at the colliery, is 
quite decided in his own mind that the explosion occurred 20 yards 
beyond the bottom of No. 4 gate, or the place where the shot was 
fired. He thinks that the gas which exploded was accumulated 
4 yards from the shot-hole, behind some timber in the rouf, where 
there was a vacuum 2 ft. high and 6 ft. wide. At the same time, 
the underviewer admits that there are marks of much greater violence 
at the bottom aud the top of the jinney, 600 yards from the point 
where the shot was fired. Mr. E. BAINBRIDGE, mining engineer and 
coalowner, of Sheffield, who examined the works after the explosion, 
believes, on the contrary, that the blast caused by the expansion of 
the air through the firing of the shot, which was evidently too strong, 
was suflicient to fire the gas in a locked lamp; and he is of opinion 
that it fired at the lamp of JouN BOLSOVER, who was engaged in 
clearing the roads, and was found dead at the end of the horse level, 
his lamp broken, and picked up at about 1 yard from his body, Mr. 
CHARLES EDWARD APPLEBY, coalowner, of Barlborough, who went 
through the works with Mr, BAINBRIDGE, agrees with him as to the 
site of the explosion. Their views were pretty much, though not 
precisely, shared by Mr. PHILIP COOPER, of The Holmes, near Ro- 
therham, colliery viewer, and manager for the Rotherham, Masbo- 
rough, and Holmes Coal Company. Mr. Cooper has made up his 
mind that the explosion must have occurred in the main in-take air 
level, and that the evidences indicated that the force of the explo- 
sion went inwards to that part from near the shaft following the 
course of the air, whilst the general opinion is that explosions go 
against theair, Mr. THoMAS EVANS, the Government Inspector for 
the district, thought there were as many evidences in this case of the 
blowing outwards asthe blowing inwards, and wished to check a too 
ready conclusion as to the position of an explosion by the way in 
which things in the pit are found to have been blown, for there is, 
he explained, a rever-e action, which frequently blows obstacles the 
other way. Mr, EvANs, however, concurred with those witnesses 
who did not think that the shot fired the gas. He is certain that 
the explosion was nowhere near the point at which the shot was fired, 
but that the shot released some gas from the lower level, that fired 
at BOLSOVER’s lamp, which, if the force of the current was insuffi- 
cient to bring gas and flame together at the gauze, must have been 
damaged by a fall, or burnt. 

Whether, therefore, collected or forced suddenly out, here was gas 
which exploded because a shot had been fired—fired in a pit where 
lamps were always used, and where, as a consequence, the rule was 
that no shot should be fired unless by the direction of the under- 
viewer. In this case the men were ripping the roof, bringing down 
between a yard and a yard and a quarter; some of it they blew 
down and some they hacked with wedges. The underviewer had 
given gencral orders for the blasting, and left the propriety of it in 
individual cases to the night deputy, who was killed. These general 
instructions the underviewer gave, notwithstanding that he kept no 
book in which to make a daily report of the state of the mines. 
He knew, he replied to the Government Inspector, that rule 9 re- 
quired that such a book should be kept; and to the Coroner he 
frankly owned, “I have disobeyed that rule.” Proceeding with his 
evidence, in reply to Mr, EVANS, the underviewer said that the

Says Mr, EvANS—“If colliery 
owners would employ engineers there would be no necessity for in- 
spection at all.” We would advise Mr. WELLS to carry out Mr, 
EVANS’S recommendation as to the engineering, as well as the “strong 
recommendation ” of the jury that stricter supervision should be ex- 
ercised by the underviewers ; and we unite with the Coroner in la- 
menting that the deputy of the colliery should keep a publichouse, 
for we concur that such a practice is likely seriously to interfere with 
the discipline of the pits, “ which ought to be as strict as military 
discipline.”

STRIKE OF THE SCOTCH PUDDLERS, MILLMEN, &ec. 


Another Strike! The Scotch ironmasters, after a short period of 
rest, again find themselves opposed by another combined strike of 
their employees, in seeking a readjustment of the wages question, 
About midsummer of last year, our readers will recollect, a strike of 
some weeks duration took place in Scotland, on the subject of an ad- 
vance of wages, which was compromised by the matter being referred 
to arbitration. The arbiter was chosen and agreed upon, evidence 
was led at great length by both parties, and the decision announced 
in November. The arbiter, Mr. GEO. ANDERSON, one of the Members 
for the City of Glasgow, in giving his decision, grounded his reasons 
for the advance of 6d, per ton awarded to the puddlers, not on the 
issue raised, but on an accidental bit of evidence which emerged ca- 
sually in the course of hearing evidence—that the men in Scotland 
followed their iron to the hammer, whereas in the North of England 
they left it on the bogie. This dissatisfied the masters with the de- 
cision, Then, on the other hand, the arbiter decided that the masters 
were entitled to a reduction of 6d. per ton on doubling, which had 
been paid in Scotland over that paid in the North of England, and 
this part of the decision dissatisfied the men, 

Such was the state of matters at the close of last year, when the 
employees received the extra pay due to them, in conformity with the 
arbiter’s award ; but on going into or leaving the pay-office the men 
were confronted with a somewhat enigmatical notice, intimating that 
a “new arrangement” of prices was to take place at the end of the 
next fortnightly pay. The fortnightly pay ended on Saturday last, 
when it was intimated to the men that a reduction of 1s, per ton was 
to take effect from that date on puddlers’ work, and 6d. per day on 
that of millmen. Under this arrangement the puddlers were to be 
relieved of the duty of following their iron to the hammer, for which 
the arbiter had just granted them an increase of 6d. per tor, and 
which virtually equalised the reduction on puddlers and millmen, 
making on both a reductiou of 6d. per ton, This arrangement the 
ironworkers have absolutely refused to accept as a body, after nu- 
merous conferences ; and, having placed themselves in connection 
with the Union in England, are lifting their “lie-money,” and by the 
time this is in print will be on strike ! 

A strike, like war, has a singularly demoralising effect upon even 
the most thrifty class of workmen, sowing, in too many cases, the 
seeds of dissoluteness and unthrift, the period of inaction creating 
a disinclination to regular attendance at employment when the strike 
is brought to a close, and thus the worker only gains by the contriv- 
ance which was to secure for him an increase of wages a demoralisa- 
tion which clings to him through life, and a home of penury. 

The men are very sanguine that they will be successful in the issue; 
but how ruch their success may cost them—even should they accom- 
plish their object—it would appear, has not entered their ea!culations, 
The Glasgow Iron Company have many thousand tons of puddled 
iron insteck ; Blochairn has between 2000 and 3000 tons; and as the 
latter have their two large rolling-mills going, under special arrange- 
ment with the men, and others may come in, it is just as likely that 
the workers may lose not only their wages, and injure their morale, 
but that they may even lose the issue on which the strike is staked. 
It has been arranged that the hands will have a strike allowance of 
10s. per week, but how can that sum be held as a reasonable equiva- 
lent for their loss? At one of their conferences a circular was read, 
intimating that makers had raised their price of plates 10s, a ton, 
and from this they argued that prices were rising. They concealed 
from themselves, however, that this was the intimation of only one 
firm ; that prices at the close of the year were 2/, per ton “under” 
their best of the previous midsummer ; and the one maker who had 
sent out his circular, intimating an advance of 10s. a ton (and which 
fell into their hands) on plates, had been fully engaged forward at 
the low price, and could not, we believe, undertake further orders, 
even at the advance, 

Out of this one circular, then, they construct a “rising market,”

COMPRESSED AIR MACHINERY FOR COAL MINES, 


The use of machinery in the workings of coal mines for drawing 
coal up inclines and for pumping purposes has made considerable 
advance of late, but in few instances on such an extensive scale as 
that just completed by Mr. P. Cooper, the well-known mining en- 
gineer, and the manager of the Rotherham, Masbro’, and Holmes Coal 
Company. The compressing engine is a double-cylindered steam- 
engine, with 18-in, cylinders and 3-ft. stroke, with two air-compress- 
ing pumps, 20 in. in diameter and 3-ft. stroke, worked direct from 
the steam-engine. Those are all placed on the surface, The air- 
engine is placed within the mine at a distance of nearly 1 mile, and 
has two cylinders, each 14-in, diameter with a 12-in. stroke, working 
two double-acting force-pumps, 5 in, in diameter, with 12-in, stroke. 
A large air receiver is placed on the surface near the compressors, 
and another near the air-engine in the pit. The compressed air is 
conveyed in 7-in, cast-iron pipes, The discharge water-pipes are 
5 in. in diameter, nearly 1000 yards in length, with a vertical lift of 
nearly 100 yards, The engines were first put to work in pumping 
water on the 6th inst. The steam-engine was worked at 50 strokes 
per minute, and for eight hours maintained a uniform pressre at both 
the surface and underground receivers of 25 lbs, perinch. The air 
engine was worked during the whole of that time, pumping 160 gallons 
with 50 strokes per minute, without the slightest formation of ice 
at the exhaust, 

This is the most extensive application of the compressed air prin- 
ciple hitherto effected, and works most satisfactorily, proving @ va- 
luable and most excellent method of transmitting power long dis- 
tances into coal mines, where steam-power is inadmissible. The air- 
engine is also arranged soas to haul coal from the dips by means of 
the tail-rope a considerable distance, and it is expected to be applied 
to that purpose before the close of the present month at the Holmes 
Colliery. Mr, Cooper suggests—and it is worth every consideration 
—whether the principle could not be applied with advantage to lo- 
comotive traction in coal mines, and thus do away with ropes entirely. 
The loss of power in transmitting by this means, with pipes of suf- 
ficient area, being much less than might be expected. The com- 
pressors, pipes, air-engiue, and pumps were supplied by Messrs, Pigott 
and FARRAR, of the Old Foundry, Barnsley, who are largely engaged 
in the manufacture of the same description of machinery, that fo 
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Holmes Colliery being a much more extensive application of it than 
have hitherto attempted. 

a Any machinery and appliances have already attracted a great 
deal of attention from the mining community in South Yorkshire, 
and there is every prospect that the extensive application of air ma- 
chinery for mining purposes, successfully laid down by Mr. Coorer, 
will be introduced into other collieries in the district—if with a view 
to economy, combined with efficiency, only. 








STEAM-BOILER LEGISLATION, 


An important Conference was held, on Jan, 13, on the subject of 
“ Steam-Boiler Legislation,” under the auspices of the Manchester | 
Steam Users’ Association, at their offices, Corporation-street. | 

As this subject is now under the consideration of Parliament, with | 
a view to introduce some measure for the protection of the public | 
from the recurrence of boiler explosions, it becomes one of general 
interest. The following gentlemen were present at the conference :—

After a conference lasting upwards of three hours, Sir ‘Vm, Fair- 
bairn presiding, and such of the members of the Select Committee on 
Boiler Explosions as were present remaining as listeners without 
voting, the following resolutions were passed :— 

No. 1.—That the use of steam, as at present conducted, entails great suffer- 
ing, from the destruction of life and property, occasioned by the constant re- 
currence of boiler explosions. That boilers are now to be found under the pave- 
ments over which the public walk, behind walls close to which they pass, in the 
basement of buildings crowded with busy workpeople ; and that, in short, they 
are to be found everywhere. That many of such boilers have given rise to the 
most disastrous explosions, so that the lives of all those living near so dangerous 
an instrument as a boiler, or even casually passing by, are seriously jeopardised, 
unless suitable precautions are adopted to ascertain whether the boiler be safe 
and trustworthy, and if not, to render itso. That most of those who have suf- 
fered from these explosions have had no voice in the management of the boliers, 
and thus were helplessly victimised, some being women in their own houses, and 
others children at play. Further, that in the generality of cases, those injured 
by the explosions of boilers at the works at which they earn their livellhoud are 
in a similarly helpless position, and, as a rule, too poor and too ignorant to de- 
fend themselves. That the subject, therefore, becomes one of general and public 
interest, demanding immediate investigation, more especially since the use of 
steam is daily on the increase, and, notwithstanding any precautionary mea- 
sures at present adopted, explosions still recur with the most persistent regu- 
larity and frequency. 

No, 2.—That boiler explosions are not a necessary consequence of the use of 
steam, but that they are, as a rule, preventable. That though complicated in 
result, they are simple in cause, arising, in the main, from bad boilers—bad 
either in construction or bad in condition. That six explosions are due to bad 
boilers through the neglect of the boller-maker or boiler-mastcr, for every one 
due to the neglect of the boiler-minder. That competent Inspection is adequate 
to detect the badness of the bollers, and thus to prevent by far the greater num- 
ber of the explosions now occurring. 

No. 3.—Tuat notwithstanding the proved efficiency of competent boiler in 
spection, and the publicity constantly given to the subject, yet that steam users 
refuse to protect the lives of their workpeople, or those residing near to their 
works, by having their boilers inspected. That it appears approximately that 
out of about 100,000 boilers in the country only 20,000 are enrolled either with 
inspecting associations or insurance companies, so that out of every five boilers 
one only iseurolled, That a great number of boiler owners are totally ignorant 
of the risk to which they expose their own lives and those around them, and in 
many cases are only undeceived by the shock of explosion. That, judging from 
experience, there can be no doubt that there are now a number of dangerous 
hollers, on the very verge of explosion, being worked on at the risk of all those 
living nearthem. That under these circums'ances the public safety demands 
that competent periodical inspection should be enforced by law. 

No. 4.—That although it is necessary in the interest of the public that in- 
spection should be enforced by law, it is not advisable, either in the interest of 
the steam user or the public at large, that that inspection should be undertaken 
by the Board of Trade, or any other departmeut of the Imperial Government, 
as sch a course would, it is feared, harass the steam user and hamper progress. 

No. 5.—That while the administration of a system of enforced tuspection should 
not ve committed to the Imperial Government, neither should it be committed 
to local authorities, nor to private inspecting associations, nor to insurance 
companies. 

No. 6.—'To secure the purity of the inspection, let the administration be above 
alllocal, party, or private interests, and let it be undertaken not for profit, but to 
promote the public safety, To prevent the administration becoming arbitrary, 
stereotyped, and old-fashioned, and to render it capable of adaptation to the 
constantly altering and growing requirements of the boiler owner, let it be 
administered by district boards, constituted partly of gentlemen elected by the 
steam users themselves, and partly by the ex officio members, to be chosen on 
behalf of the public, the boards having the power of making such laws, rules, 
and regulations from time to time as might be found necessary for the conduc; 
of the service. A P : 

At the close of the discussion, the Conference adjourned to the 
Queen’s Hotel, where the guests were entertained at dinner by the 
Manchester Steam Users’ Association, and the company was joined 
by Sir Joseph Whitworth, C.E., and Mr, H.W. Harman, C.E, Among 
the toasts, the President, Sir William Fairbairn, proposed that “The 
preservation of human life in all branches of industry is our com- 
mon duty and our common interest.” The President remarked that 
the sentiment expressed in this toast was one of deep importance to 
the public, and one which had for several years occupied his own 
attention, and that of his colleagues with whom he had been asso- 
ciated in endeavouring to prevent steam-boiler explosions, For the 
prevention of these catastrophes, with their fatal results, he thought 
everything should be done that it was possible to do; and having re- 
gard to the great loss of life at present experienced from these dis- 
asters, and the neglect by steam users generally of the simple pre- 
caution of periodical inspection, which had worked so admirally with 
the members of the Manchester Steam Users’ Association, of which 
he had the honour to be President, he could come to no other con- 
clusion but that steam-boiler inspection should be enforced by the 
Government, This he considered all the more necessary, as the num- 
ber of steam-boilers was constantly on the increase, while the pres- 
sures at which they were worked were being steadily raised. Not- 
withstanding that he considered the recklessness of many users had 
rendered it imperative that the Government should pass a measure 
for enforcing the periodical inspection of every boiler in the king- 
dom, in order to protect the public, whose lives were seriously jeopar- 
dised, yet he was strongly opposed to Governmental inspection, 
That duty he did not think should be carried out by the Government, 
though they should enforce it. 

At the close of the President’s remarks, the toast was responded to 
by Mr. Hugh Birley, M.P., after which Mr. Hugh Mason, of Ashton- 
under-Lyne, proposed,— The Select Committee of the House of 
Commons, appointed to enquire into the cause of steam-boiler ex- 
plosions, and the best means of preventing them,” which was re- 
sponded to by Mr. Hick, M.P. for Bolton. 

It is trusted that the conclusions arrived at at this Conference will 
prove of assistance to the Select Committee appointed to consider 
the subject of steam-boiler explosions in their endeavours to devise 
some measure which shall prevent the loss of life now resulting from 
steam-boiler explosions, but at the same time not interfere unduly 
with the management of private concerns, and be a help to engineer- 
ing and commercial progress, and not be a hindrance,

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFUNDSHIRE, 

Jan. 19.—The general result of the Quarterly Meetings held last 
week goes to show that the Iron Trade, though far from brisk, is 
tolerably good for the season of the year, The principal demand is 
for the smaller makes of irou, and for the hardware trades of the 
district, whilst many of the larger works which are adapted for pro- 
ducing heavy iron are only partially employed. 

The year opens favourably for the Hardware Trades of Birming- 
ham and South Staffordshire, The reports from the United States 
and the Canadian dominion give good hopes of a satisfactory de- 
mand during the year, whilst Australian advices are encouraging, 
The gun trade, as may be imagined, is particularly brisk just now, 

The simultaneous, or nearly simultaneous, occurrence of colliery 
explosions was illustrated last week by the terrible accident which took place 
on the day following the one near Kckington, in North Derbyshire. The Staf- 
fordshire accident happened at a pit of the Crewe Coal and Lron Company, at 
Leycett, about five miles from Neweastle-under-Line, and seven lives have al- 
ready been sacrificed, whilst other sufferers are lying in a serious state of suf- 
fering. It is remarkable that both accidents occurred from the same cause —the 
firing of astot. John Crooks, who has since died, acknowledged that he fired 
the shot soon after the men went down the shaft, and without waiting for the 
fireman to do so, and the explosion immediately followed, At the inquest, which 
Was opened on Saturday afternoon, William Leathem, the underlooker at the 
pit, said it was the rule for the fireman to fire the shot ; but in answer to Mr. 
Wynne, the Inspector, he acknowledged that the rule was not observed ; and in 
answer to the colliery manager, he said he never knew a man fire a shot betore 
the first thing in the morning without the leave of the fireman. The loose dis- 
cipline this evidence suggests makes one doubt how far the examination in the 
morning, which preceded the commencement of work, was thoroughly performed,

SEARCH FOR COAL AT SANDWELL PARK, WEST 
BROMWICH. 


Forty years ago the subject of the existence of coal found under 
the Permian rocks of England was under consideration by practical 
geologists ; about that time the late Earl of Dartmouth, who was 
possessed of a large landed property, together with rights of mining 
under the common and waste lands on which the town of West Brom- 
wich now stands, resolved to institute a search for the coveted “black 
diamond,” the Thick or Ten-yard coal of the South Staffordshire coal 
field, under his estate. ‘The surface hereabouts for miles exliibited no Inuica- 
tions of coal measures, but was composed of the lower beds of the New Red 
Sandstone. His lordship, nothing daunted by those untoward-looking facts, 
and acting under the advice of Sir Roderick Murchison, determined upon sinking 
the shaft in order to set the doubt at rest, which he did, and at the end of seven 
years, with an expenditure of about 30,000/., the Thick coal was reached ata 
depth of 300 yards. At so early a stage in the knowledge of extensive and 
scientific mining great additional outlay and delay in the development of the 
work occurred, compared with what would now be required in the present ad- 
vanced state of mining knowledge. Tuese pits (ultimately reaching six in 
number) raised large quantitiesof Thick coal, but were limited to about 200 acres 
by a supposed fault, running nearly north and south, and which left abous L700 
acres of his lordship’s property unexplored and cut off, It is in this 1700 acres 
so cut off that the Sandwell Park Colliery Company are now sinking their trial 
pit. The estate comprised in the 1700 acres reaches from the town of Smeth- 
wick to Wigmore, near Walsall, and from West Bromwich old church to Hands- 
worth, including Sandwell Hall and grounds. Lu the event of coal being dis- 
covered the produce will Lave ready access to Birminghan, Handsworth, 
Smethwick, West Bromwich, Walsall, and the heart of the Black Country, both 
by railway, canal, and good turnpike roads. The Birmingham Canal, high 
and low level, and the Tame Valley branch: crosses and adjoins the estate. The 
Great Western main line, and S'ourbridge Extension, and the West Bromwieh 
and Walsall projected railways cross tie estate,and the Stour Valley(London and 
North-Western) Railway also adjoins the property. The spot selected for the 
trial sinking is just within the angle of the junction of the Stourbridge Kxten- 
sion and main line of the Great Western Railways, For many years several 
attempts have been made by small borings and trial slukings on the north end 
of the estate, but none of these attempts have been conducted on a suffick ntly 
extensive scale to determine conclusively the existence of coal, or to ascertain 
the thickness of the overlying red rocks. To this end the present compiny was 
formed, and is now prosecuting the search with vigour on a large and comprehen- 
sivescale. It may not be uninteresting here to give a few particulars of the for- 
mation of the company. In March, 1869, negociations werecominenced fora lease 
of these mines, and in January, 1870, terms were so farconc!uded as to warrant 
the promoter, Mr. Henry Johnson, mining engineer, of Dudley, in bringing the 
proposed scheme before the members of the South Staffordshire aud Kast Wor- 
cestershire Institute of Mining Eugineers, at Dudley, on the 7th of Veoruary, 
1870, at thelr annual meeting. A lengthened discussion upon the probabilities 
of success took place. The uext day the scheme was publicly announeed, and 
by that day month all the shares were taken up, and the first meeting of the 
shareholders was held on March 3, 1870. ‘The capital of the company Is 20,0001, 
The directors are Mr, P. D. Bennett, of Spon Lane Foundry (chairman): Mr. 
R. Farley, Summit Foundry (deputy-chairman) ; and Messrs. Edward Mand, 
James Bissell, John Field, William North, J. Cooksay, T. Checkley, Joshua 
Fellows, Samuel York, and Captain Harrison. The permanent sinking opera- 
tious commenced in December last, without experiencing any difficulty from 
sand or water. A winding-engine is now in course of erection, and a powerful 
pumping-engine has been bought, in readiness to deal with any water that 


is making extensive additions and alterations on the Welbeck estate 

near to Mansfield, A large quantity of pig-iron is also being made, 
whilst the produce is likely to be considerably increased by the erec- 
tion of new blast-furnaces, By next week it is expected that a new 
coal-cutting machine will be completed, for putting down on Mr, G, 
Senior’s colliery, near to Chesterfield, and of which report speaks 
favourably, 

The heavy trades in Sheffield are still busy, and several of them 
very active. The heavy armour-plate mills are turning out a large 
quantity of thick plates, and makers of steel barrels and every de- 
scription of war material, have as much as ever they cando. Rails, 
and everything in connection with railway plant, is in brisk request, 
and some very large contracts are still in hand and not completed, 
The Bessemer steel works continue to be very busy indeed, especially 
in rails, tyres, cranks, and similar work, Foundry goods, such as 
gas and water pipes, palisadings, stove-grates, &c., are in steady re- 
quest in the district, as are also rails and plates. Some of the sheet 
and other mills are not doing so much as they have been. The South 
Yorkshire Coal Trade has improved of late, and an increased ton- 
nage of household qualities is being sent over the Great Northern to 
London, Steam Coal is rather quiet, not much being done with 
Grimsby, and about an average tonnage for the season with Hull, 
The ironworks at Frodingham, in North Lincolnshire—the number 
of which is about to be increased—are taking a good deal of hard 
coal and coke from the district, There is no change with regard to 
the trade with Lancashire, a considerable proportion of what is being 
sent there being engine fuel for the cotton and other works, 


THE MINERAL TRAFFIC BY RAILWAY TO LONDON—THE BATTLE 
OF THE RATEsS.—During the week the battle between the Midland 
and Great Northern Railway Companies for the coal traffic to London 
has advanced another stage. The decision come to by the Great 
Northern that the rate for coal going to London over their line should 
not be more than 8d. per ton bigher than was charged by the Midland for the 
Derbyshire collieries was carried out until the present week. The Midland dl- 
rectors having, however, reduced their rate from the 8th inst, 8d. per ton, soas 
to maintain the differential rate between the two companies at Is. 4d. per ton, 
the Great Northern issued a circular to the coiliery owners tn South York- 
shire stating that on and after Monday last another reduction of 8d. per ton 
would be conceded, It is now expected that on Saturday (to-day) the Midland 
will again reduce the rate another 81. per ton, and which by the agreement 
between the Great Northern Company and the Yorkshire Colllery owners will 
have to be met by astill further reduction. 1t may be stated that the Midland 
Company has been up to a recent period sending from 25,000 to 30,010 tons of 
coal monthly from their line on to the Great Northern at Nottingham, and 
which is taken from there to the metropolis. Of late, as might be expected, the 
quantity going by that route has been diminishing, whilst there has been a cor- 
respouding increase for the Yorkshire collierles, The Great Northern has one 
very important advantage over its great rival, having an immense stock of coal 
wagous of its own, owing to its having been so long engaged in the trade. That 
advantage, however, is one that can be got over, and no doubt will. The present 
fight between the two companies, of which the public gain all the advantage, 
is not looked upon with much favour by colliery owners, who Know that it can- 
not be expected to last very long, seeing that both compantes will be working 
without protit—if not actual loss, The immense mineral tratlic to London by the 
two lines last year amounted to 1,901,609 tons, It is felt that the time has ar- 
rived when a fair and amicable arrangement might be come to, and which 
would be satisfactory to the colllery proprietors of South Yorkshire and Derby- 
shire, as well as to the compaules immediately concerned, 


THE WEST YORKSHIRE COAL AND [RON CoMPANY’S WoRKS—A 
Prt ON Fire.—The furnaces and pits of the above company, situate 
at Ardsley, near Leeds, have for some time past been in full and ac- 
tive operation. For something like three years past the pick-machine 
patented by Messrs, W. and 8. Firth has been at work at the Tingley 
Pit, holing a seam of coal 3 ft. 8 in. thick, The machine is worked 
by compressed air, by an air-compressing engine at the surface, with 
steam-cylinders of 20 In, dlameter and 3-ft, stroke, Several additional improve- 
ments have of late been made tn the machine, which will cut a length of about 
60 ft. in half-an-hour, So satisfied have the direciors been with the work per- 
formed by the machine, and the saving it has effected, when compared with 
hand-labour, that after a long and cautious Investigation they have decided to 
have machines put down In each of their five pits, and the air-compressors and 
coal-cutting machines are now being constructed as rapidly as possible for that 
purpose. ‘The introduction of so many machines into the pits of one company 
will, in all probability, be the means of securing the confidence of other colliery 
owners, 80 that coal-getting machinery Is likely to be more extensively patronised 
than it bas as yet been. ‘The value of the air-compressing and the other machi- 
nery was on Friday last practically tested, apart from its ordinary operations, 
in a very singular manner, whilst some men were engaged ata distance of from 
80 to 100 yards from the shaft, in driving a ‘* heading”’ up to a “ fault,” where 
some gas had accumulated. A shot was fired, which ignited the gas, and was 
driven back into the goaf, setting fire to it as well as the benk. Of course the 
greatest consternation prevailed on it being made known that the pit was on 
fire; aud the men and boys, numbering some hundreds, were drawn to the top 
as fast as possible, Preparations were then mado for the purpose of extinguish- 
ing the fire, aud the pipes which convey the compressed air into the workings 
were made available, and connected with the water-reservoir at the surface, 
By that means the water was sent through the pipes to where the fire—which 
had got a strong hold—was ragiug. ‘lwo or three of the men then got up as 
hear as they could (o the benk, and having attached a hose, sent a large quan- 
tity of water—of which there was a plentiful supply—on to the burning coal, 
so that in about an hour tt was completely extinguished, and all danger over, 
That the destraction of property was comparatively trifling, or, indeed, that the 
fire did notextend throughout the workings, entalling the necessity for its being 
sealed up, is entirely to be attributed to the fact of the pit being worked by the 
Messrs, Firth’s patent coal-cutting machiue, by means of compressed air. After 
the occurrence the manager, in reporting to the directors, stated that in bis 
opinion the machinery had been the means of saving thecompany 50001, It has 
been clearly demonstrated that by the adoption of compressed alr for the trans- 
mitting of the power to work the machines, the ventilation of mines is greatly 
improved, as the discharge of the exhaust-air from the machines delivers a sup- 
ply of fresh air during the time the machine is at work, Theadvantage In case 
of fire, which is to be obtained by the machinery alluded to, is one that cannot 
but be an important consideration to all who desire to raise coal by other than 
haud-labour, ‘ 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


Jan. 18,—The market for Pig-Iron has been rather quieter and easier 
this week than it was at the close of last, and 51s, 4d. to 51s, 4}d, 
prompt, and 51s, 74d. to 51s, 8d., © month, has been the prevailing 
prices, with only a very manageable business doing. The shipments 
of the week have also been small—-7865 tons, the greater portion being 
coastwise, against 9590 tons in the corresponding week of last year. 
This makes a decrease in the shipments of the year of 6780 tons, 
The market to-day weakened to 51s, 3d., but came back to 51s, 4}d, 
cash, and 5ls, 7d, to 51s.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Jan. 19,—The principal event of the week in Derbyshire has been 
the inquest on the bodies of the 28 men killed by the explosion at 
Renishaw Park, on Jan, 10. The damage done was comparatively 
trifling, and all was got right in the early partof the week. Thecol- 
liery is a very extensive one, and sends to London alone about 100,000 
tons of coal annually, although the Silkstone seam is only 3 ft. thick. 
The demand for House Coal continues good, and a large tonnage is 
being sent over the Midland to London and the South. Thereis not 
much doing in Steam Coal on shipping account, this being usually 
the quietest period of the year for that quality, A considerable ton- 
nage is also being sent from some of the largest collieries into North- 
amptonshire, for the use of the furnaces there; whilst the Glendon | 
Company, who have three furnaces at Finedon, about two miles from 
Wellingborough, are engaged in opening out a colliery on their own 
account, and expect before the close of the year to be able to use their 
own coal, 

A steady trade is being done at the Ironworks in North and South 
Derbyshire. At Renishaw, where the works were up to a recent pe- 
riod carried on by the Messrs. Appleby, but now carried on by a small 
limited company, they are doing a fair business in patent pumps, and

The strike amongst the malleable ironworkers—and which will be 
general on Saturday—is causing some slight stir in the market, and 
prices, notwithstanding, are rather easier for all classes than they 
were two weeks ago, As there is no immediate pressure for delivery, 
and no very pressing demand, masters are quietly contemplating the 
attitude of their workers, and will scarcely suffer from a prolonged 
strike at present prices. The employers, however, have met in the 
circumstances, and although what was done was not allowed to be 
made public, we believe we are rightly informed that they do not 
mean to take any immediate steps to have the strike ended. At Bloch- 
airn Ironworks hands sufficient to keep two rolling-mills in full 
operation have been arranged with, and are going on; and, perhaps, 
this may lead to others following theirexample. The terms of the 
special arrangement with the men at work are that in the meantime 
the masters will retain 5 per cent. of the wages earned until the ter- 
mination of the arbitration now pending in the North of England; 
and if the English masters succeed in carrying the proposed reduc- 
tion of 5 per cent., the Scotch masters will lift the lying 5 per cent. ; 
and, it otherwise decided, the men will join the 5 percent. At an ag- 
gregate meeting, held at Coatbridge yesterday, the following resolu- 
tion was ultimately passed :— 

* That we, the irouworkers of Scotland, including all branches of the trade, 
do resume work at the old rate of wages, and that we agree to abide by the de- 
cision of the arbiter in the wages dispute in the North of England—with this 
difference, that any alteration in prices will date from the day on which said 
decision is given.”’ 

Delegates were appointed to submit this resolution as the decision 
of the workmen to a meeting of the masters. Some of the masters 
have already employed hands on these terms in principle, but nothing 
is said of the 6d. given by the arbiter foralleged extra work done, and 
which they are in future to be relieved of doing, so that it is difficult 
tosee the upshot. If the strike is persisted in, about 15,000 workers 
—many of them highly paid—will be thrown out of employment. 
There are a few contracts offering here for gas and water mate- 
rial, and for plates and angles, but not many sellers are disposed to 
offer till the strike is ended.. New works are being erected in the 
vicinity of Motherwell and Airdrie for foundry and malleable pur- 
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poses, and some old works are being enlarged or re-built in the same 
neighbourhood. Tale and tin-plate makers are well supplied with 
orders, and ironfounders are doing a fair business. Copper-makers 
are also busy, and brassfounders in a lesser degree. . i 

The demand for coals keeps very brisk, and the advance is satis- 
factorily maintained. There is a deficiency in the return from the 
ports of shipment, and from eight of the ports no shipments have 
taken place. From the remainder the quantity shipped for the 
week amounted to only 15,644 tons, against 22,094 tons in the same 
week of 1870. To neutralise this to some extent, the home demand 
has been exceptionally good, and prices remunerative, . 

The complaints against the inadequate power at the disposal of 
the railway companies to bring forward the output to market is 
said to be in part attributable to the dissipation of that power in car- 
rying the private wagons of coalmasters to their various pits ; whereas 
if the wagons were the property of the company, any suitable num- 
ber of wagons could be used that were at hand. With the view of 
purchasing up the entire rolling-stock of private parties, the Cale- 
donian Company have been in negociation for some time past, and 
a transference of the wagons of some few firms have just taken place. 
But as the total purchase includes an outlay of between 750,000/, and 
800,0002., it is expected that the transfer will not be completed before 
the end of March. 

In the Kirkcaldy district we notice that one or two of the coal- 
masters have advanced the wages of their colliers 6d, per day, making 
them 4s, 6d. , 

From statistics published by the Chief Constable of Lanarkshire, 
we notice that in 1870, 356 accidents occurred in coal and ironstone 
pits, in the county, 56 of which resulted fatally, and 15 were trace- 
able to the carelessness or negligence of the victims, 

Jan. 19.—To-day the Pig-Iron Market was steady; business was 
done at 51s. 43d. cash, and 51s, 5d, eight days, closing buyers at the 
former price, cash ; sellers a trifle more. Makers refusing to sell 
iron at the reduced quotations, considerable deliveries continue to 
be made, ex store. ye . 

We are glad to learn that there is great likelihood of the iron- 
makers’ strike being arranged this week, by the men accepting the 
reduction of 5 per cent. proposed by the masters. A meeting with 
this view was held in Holytown to-day, when, after deliberation, the 
hands signified their willingness to accept of the reduced terms, and 
begin work forthwith. This being the case, unless some unforeseen 
hitch occurs, we may expect to see the works in fuM operation by 
Monday next, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Jan. 19.—The Export Coal Trade continues very dull—the Baltic 
ports, the Elbe, &c., being entirely closed by frost, and many large 
steamers are detained there. The House Coal Trade is extremely 
brisk, and prices are improving. It is expected that the trade will 
be unusually good this spring ; and the Coking Coal Trade, as lately 
remarked, is all that could be wished for, 

At Framwellgate Moor Colliery, near Durham, the well-known 
Hutton seam has been worked some years, This pit was originally 
sunk by the Durham County Coal Company, and at the time it was 
considered a very formidable undertaking, for although the total 
depth is not great, a thick and sharp-ruuning sand was met with. 
The quality of the seam here is good, but it is not so thick as usual, 
and considerable disturbances have been met with, several faults 
having been found intersecting the strata, and one of considerable 
size, which has caused much trouble, has lately been passed through, 
and as the coal was good, and of fair section, it was expected that a 
large quantity would be got through this fault, However, after 
driving a short distance, another fault has been met with, which has 
considerably reduced the size of the seam, an: explorations by drift- 
ing and boring are now going on, in order, if possible, to reach the 
seam again in an improved state. This is the Hutton seam, and it 
is remarkable that close proximity to the Wash here appears to tend 
fn some way to a deterioration of the coal field. However, it is hoped 
that the Hutton seam will again be found in perfection, and it must 
also be noticed that the Busty seam was also sunk to here some years 
ago, but has not as yet been proved much. As this seam is not ge- 
nerally disturbed by the Wash, and it has been proved good at Pelten 
Fell, it is possible that this seam may yet prove valuable at Framwell- 
gate Moor, The coal at present worked here is excellent house coal. 

The Chemical Trade is looking extremely well, and prices are im- 
proving. Great exertions are making at the large works on the Tyne 
in order to meet the demand which is expected during the present year. 

Most of the schemes of the North-Eastern Railway Company are 
likely to be carried out—that is, their plans for new lines and exten- 
sions; but some of them are in danger from the grasping policy of 
certain parties, who wish to charge exorbitant rates for the land re- 
quired, and this is the case at present in reference to the projected 
short line on the Tyne. : 

The wages question is much mor? quiet here, and has assumed a 
favourable aspect. A meeting of the standing committee of the 
‘Board of Arbitration was held at Darlington, on Monday, and they 
«appointed Feb. 2 for the arbitration on the wages question, if that 
date will suit Mr. T, Hughes, M.P. It has been arranged that Mr. 
Hughes shall arbitrate on the question whether there shall be a re- 
duction of 5 per cent. in wages, other matters in dispute to be left for 
settlement by the standing committee. 


THe New Inspector.—A long delay has occurred in filling up 
the appointment of Mine Inspector for South Durham, vacant by the 
lamented death of the late gifted man who filled the office, Mr. At- 
kinson, but this has at last beenaccomplished, Mr. JAMES WILLIS, 
wiewer at Washington Colliery, has received the appointment, and 
there is no doubt this will give general satisfaction to the masters and 
men in the county. The new Inspector is a native of the county, and 
Jhas been regularly bred to the profession of colliery viewer, and he 
siso had considerable experience at various collieries in the district. 





SeRIOUS INUNDATION AT WHEATLEY HILL COLLIERY—REPORTED 
Lossor SEVEN LIVEs.—A correspondent, writing last night, Informs us that a 
fearful calamity has occurred at the Wheatley Hill Colliery, the property of the 
original Hartlepool Colliery Company (Limited). An inundation of water has 
taken place, by which six men and one boy have lost their lives. The water 
fhag risen, after filling the mine, to about 10 fms, in depth in the Wheatley Hill 
Wo.ighaft. A workman at the Thornley Colliery boled intothe Wheatley Ilill 
working and set the water into the latter, and thereby caused the calamity. 
{ is caleylated that the water cannot be got down in less than five days at the 
goonest.—Newcastle Daily Chronicle. 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Middlesborough, Jan. 19.—The Middlesborough market was not nu- 
merously attended, and the amount of business transacted was unim- 
portant. There was less enquiry for Pig-Iron, but prices remained 
pretty firm at last week’s quotations ; sales were effected at full rates, 
but the quantity of metal sold was not large. Stocks are reported to 
be slightly increasing. There is a reduction in the warrant store stock 
at Middlesborough this week of 200 tons, the total contents now being 
only 12,339 tons, Deliveries are, on the whole, steady. There are 
still very few enquiries for rails in the market, and although some 
«contracts have lately been booked, the quantity of rails on order is 
far below the capacity of the districttomake, For platesand angles 
there is a steady demand. Bar-iron is in less request than last week. 
Jronfounders are also rather quieter, 

The annual meeting of the Middlesborough Chamber of Commerce 
was held yesterday, when it was resolved to assist, as far as possible, 
the North-Eastern Railway Company in obtaining sanction for put- 
ting a bridge across the Tees, at Middlesborough, and also to support 
the application for the alteration of the representation of the Tees 
Conservancy Commission, ; ;

The Coal Trade is steady. The collieries are allin full work, and 
we hear of one or two Durham pits having to fill from stock in order 
to supply orders, Coke is in strong demand, 


CLEVELAND Pia-IRON TRADE.—Mr. C. E. MULLER writes— 

Last year opened with a brilliant prospect for our home and export trade, In 
the first place there was the increased demand for iron for rallway, water, and 
gas works; and, secondly, the abolition of the Elbe and Rhine river dues 
(which weighed very heavily on iron), together with the reduction of 5s. per 
ton on customs duty tn Germany, promised a large increase to our exports in 
that direction. During the first six months of the year we had a very brisk 
shipping trade, and as all reports pointed to still larger demands in the autumn, 
prices of pig-iron steadily rose. Just when all was looking most hopeful, the 
abrupt cuallenge hurled by France at Prussia unsettled everything. For some 
time nobody seemed able to form a clear Idea as to the effect of the war on trade, 
the experiences of previous wars, such as the Crimean, the Italian, and Austro- 
Prussian, could go for litt!e ; it was feared the war would be an exhaustive and 
exhausting struggle, and between two such great commercial and industrial 
nations as the belligerents must shake trade to its very foundations. It is 
principally at the end of the year, when by the help of statistics the iron trade 
of this district is analysed and compared with previous years, that one becomes 
fully aware of the great extent and Lhe rapid progress of Its development, Tue 
production during the last four years stands as follows :—

Showing an increase of nearly 50 per cent. In that time. The number of fur- 
naces in blast at Dec, 31 was 112, agalust 97 a year ago, and there are 14 new 
furnaces building. 

Srocks.—The warrant store continues to decrease, There remains only 12,739 
tons, against 31,364 tons at Dec, 31, 1869. Iron continues to come out, and it is 
hoped that this store will become extinct at an early date. Should the exigen- 
cies of the trade again lead to storing of iron, it is absolutely necessary that the 
arrangements of the warrant office and the warrant store be placed on a better 
footing than heretofore. Makers’ stocks bave run up 20,000 tons at the end of 
year, but taking makers and store together, there is no substantial tncrease :—

The stock of 1'7,000 torfs contrasts somewhat with the 665,000 tons in Scotland, 
where the make28 about 25 per cent. under that of the Cleveland district, Not 
many years ago our district was scarcely noticed by the then principal tron-pro- 
ducing centres; lateron, when we grew stronger, our existence was condescend- 
ingly acknowledged ; at the present hour we are actually creating some alarm, 
and we hear that in Scotland makers begin, rather late in the day, to bestir 
themselves to devise means whereby their mode of smelting might be improved, 
#0 as to reduce their cost by way of competing with the big rival in Cleveland. 
We wish them good speed in this honest rivalry, as we know that our district 
has succeeded because our makers availed themselves discriminatingly and 
promptly of the newest appliances, and thoroughly studied the process of smelt- 
ing, in order to arrive at a low cost and an improved quality of iron. 

It will be of some interest to examine the effects of the war on some 
of the iron producing and manufacturing countries of the Continent. 

In France the important lronworks in Lorraine, depending for their supply 
of coals and coke on the Prussian coal mines of Saarbrucken, were stopped at 
the outbreak of the war by the failing supply and the invasion of the Prussians, 
Latterly the Prussian Government, to whom the Saarbrucken mines belong, have 
given great facilities for the supply of the works in Lorraine and Alsace, even 
to the detriment of the German consumers, no doubt with the object of conciliat- 
ing the inhabitants of these provinces with their new rulers, The make of pig- 
iron in Lorraine and Alsace has been of late years about 30),000 tons per an- 
num, and it is estimated that the deficiency from August till December last year 
has been about 100,000 tons, but as the consumption is now naturally very small, 
this did not influence prices, The iron industry in other parts of France is 
either at a standstill or much crippled ; the works in the Champagne, Ardennes, 
and in part of the Nord are all standing; those of the interior, especially the 
larger works of Creusot, Fourchambault, Commentry, &c., have considerably 
diminished thelr production for want of means of transport. Only the works 
in the West and South are still going, mostly for the requirements of the war. 

In Germany all branches of manufactures and trades have been suffering, 
but, on the whole, are still going on pretty well, her army having kept the 
scourge of war at least away fromhome, ‘The lronworks had no lack of orders, 
but could not fully execute them ; the furnaces and forges were short of minerals, 
coals, and men, Iu Prussia there are about 20 per cent. of the miners in the 
army. A very great want of means of transit ts also experienced, a large por- 
tion of the rolling stock of the different rallway companies being employed iu 
France and Germany for the use of the army. The consequence has been a re- 
duction of about a third in the make of pig-iron in Westphalia since July last. 
Coals have risen about 25 per cent, in price, but pig-iron has not advanced, the 
same Causes which reduced the make having also crippled the consumer. The 
make of pig-lron in Prussia amounts to about 900,000 tons per annum, The 
principal iron districts are in Westphalla, Rhineland, and Upper Silesia, West- 
phalia being the most important. The district of Upper Silesia has, however, 
been developing rapidly since the close of the Austrian war in 1866, Up to the 
beginning of the present war their make of pig-iron had been increased more 
than one-third during the above period, Austria has been buyiug large quan- 
titles of Silesian fron ; several Silesian works have sold their make for the next 
two years, and the Silesian rolling mills, notwithstanding their recent large 
extensions, have not been able to take all the orders which were offered them 
at good prices, 

In Belgium the iron trade has not suffered very much by the war. Serious In- 
convenience has been caused by the scanty supply of tronstone, which Belgium 
imports largely from Lorraine and Luxembourg. On the first signs of an im- 
peuding war the furnaces laid in a large stock of stone, and later on, when the 
supply from Lorraine fatled, the deficiency was made good by a greater admix- 
ture of the Belgian oligistes, and by an increased importation of Luxembourg 
ore, This latter ore, however, is now beginning to advance steadily in price. 
The rolling mills are sald to be well suppled with orders,‘and the majority of 
the large rail miils have still work for three-fourchs of their producing power 
for the vext six months. A very great want of rolling stock ts felt in Belgium 
also, and the port of Antwerp ts encumbered with goods of all sorts. A large 
quantity of English pig-iron is lying on the quay there, whilst consumers have 
to stand occasionally for want of it, The carriage of coals and other material 
to the works has been seriously impeded, and the lroumasters are now getting 
up a perfect storm of fudiguation concerning the matter, 

The trade in Austria, thanks to her neutrality, has been in a good position. 
The demand for trou of all de:eriptions, considerably beyond the producing 
power of the trouworks, has much stimulated the Importation of English, Bel- 
gian, and German iron, The make of pig-irou amounts to about 350,000 tons 
per annuum, and as under present circumstances it cannot be much increased, 
the importation of foreign iron will goon, Austria is very rich in some of the 
very best sorts of ironstone, but poor in coals, especially in coking coals. Prices 
of pig-iron and of coals have risen a good deal last year, and the prospects for 
1871 are said to be exceedingly good. There is a strong desire in Austrian com- 
mercial and industrial circles that after the consolidation of the new German 
Empire a revision of customs treaty should be made, with the view of uniting 
Germavy and Austria more Closely, 

In America public opinion is slowly but surely working towards free trade. 
Several candidates of the Protectioni-t party were thrown out at the last elec- 
tion, Already the import duty on pig-iron is reduced from $9 to 37 per ton, 
but as this fs still exorbitant, vigorous and no doubt successful effurts will be 
made to obtain a further reduction, 

Our rolling mills and foundries have been very busy during last year. 
Rails were at highly remunerative prices, but latterly contracts have been 
booked at a serious reduction on account of the unsettled aspect of affairs ; some 
of our mills are well booked for orders, whilst others hold back hoping for an 
improvement in prices, In the North of Engtand we find the consumption of 
pig-iron rapidly iucreasing. Existing works are being extended, and various 
new rolling mills are being put down by fresh firms around Middlesborough. 
Of the latter the most important are the works of the Britannia [ron Company 
(Limited), ‘They are now rapidly approaching completion ; all the most recent 
improvements have been adopted, and it 1s expected they will be able to turn 
out 1000 tons of finished rails per week by the month of June next. The pro- 
prietary is large and influential (B Samuelson, Esq., M.P., Chairman), aud it 
is intended to extend the production of the works to 2000 tons of rails per week. 

The question as to the prospects of the iron trade for 1871 hinges 
entirely on the issue of the present war. Should the struggle be prolonged it 
must directly and indirectly damage our iron industry, but if peace be concluded 
soon, and the belligerent nations settle down promptly to peaceful work, wo may 
be justified in looking forward toa prosperous time for the iron trade, especially 
of this district. No doubt France and Germany will be a great deal poorer than 
they were six months ago, and distress will largely prevail, especially in France, 
but fron is not a commodity civilised nations can do without—it is nearly as 
great a necessity as breadstuff, and means must be found to buy it, The war 
has stopped a great many projected public works, which will be taken up again 
after It is over, and the wear and tear of railways, bridges, &c., has been enor- 
mous during its progress, 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Jan. 19,—The reports trom the Quarterly Meetings are rather more 
reassuring in regard to the iron trade than was expected. It isgra- 
tifying to find that notwithstanding the general want of activity 
which prevails, a pretty cheerful feeling pervades the iron markets. 
Some little improvement is to be noticed in the Finished Iron Trades, 
rails being in better request than for some week’s past. This is 
more especially attributable to the increasing demand from the 
United States, which is rapidly developing, and will, no doubt, con- 
tinue toexpand during the greater portion of the year, From some 
of the other distant foreign markets specifications are beginning to 
come to hand, but not yet to anything like the extent anticipated. 
Continental enquiries show scarcely any improvement so far, nor 
can much be expected while the war lasts, and European affairs are 
unsettled. The home railway companies have not yet entered the 
markets to the extent generally expected at this time of the year, 
Pigs are largely produced in anticipation of improvement in the 
finished iron trade, Plates, bars, &¢., are in average request. In 
tin plates there is not much change to note, but the tendency is 
towards improvement. 

In the Steam Coal Trade a fairly active business continues to be 
done, From the principal sources of demand the enquiry is about 
the same as reported last week, there being scarcely any variation to 
notice. Quotations are fairly maintained, and that is about as much 
as colliery proprietors can now expect to do, owing to the severe 
competition they meet with from other districts, To look for any 








advance would be useless at least, as long so the war lasts,
